EVANSTON’S EXECUTIVE ORDERS 
POLICE TO SHOOT BURGLARS. - 


Four Attempted Crimes in the Suburb 
Yesterday and the Series of Robber- 
fes Recently the Cause for the Ace- 
tion—Says He Prefers to Have the 


Marauders Shot Dewn to Having | 


Them Arrested—Writes 


a Letter to 
Chief Bartram.

As a result of the reign of crime which 


has been frightening Evanston residents for 
over a week, Mayor Thomas Bates yester- 


day wrote a letter to Chief of Police Bartram 


instructing him to order the police to shoot, 
and to shapt to kill, any one seen perpetrat- 
ing any robbery. ‘ 

This letter was prompted by the report of 
four new attempts at porch climbing and 
burglary which were reported as having 
happened early yesterday morning and late 
Friday night. . | 


Prefers Shooting to Arrests. 

“I notice that there are quite a number 
of holdups in the vicinity of ‘the railroad, 
tracks.“ says the Mayor in his letter, and 
I think that some efficient action should be 
taken tostopthem. If necessary we have got 
to employ more detectives or policemen to 
try to catch the fellows. It would seem that 
some of our officers might be disguised and 
hidden at certain points where they could 
watch the places in which the robberies are 
occurring. 

It one of them is ever caught sight of I 
want the officers to shoot him. I don't want 
any question about that. I want them to 
shoot to kill and I would prefer to have them 
shot rather than arrested. l 

I certainly hope you will put forth every 
possible effort to stop this business at once. 
We must not allow it to get a foothold in 
Evanston.” 


Four Attempts at Burglary. 
e four cases reported yesterday were as 
follows:

At 11:80 o’clock on Friday night an at- 


tempt was made to enter the house of D. 
G. Dowland, 1048 Hinman avenue. The top 
of the front porch was reache i by means of 
a ladder and a window was opened. The 
thieves were frightened away by Mr. Dow- 
land’s little daughter Ruth, who heard them 
and cried out. 7 

The home of City Treasurer O. F. Carpen- 
ter, 746 Forest avenue, was entered at 3:30 
o'clock yesterday morning. Two thieves got 
into the dining-room by a side window and 
were packing the silverware into a bag when 
Mr. Carpenter heard them. He was heard 
descending the stairs and the two thieves 
jumped out the window, leaving the bag of 
plunder. 

The house of A. M. 1028 Hinman 
avenue, was the scene of two attempted 
burglaries early yesterday mo The 
first was at 1 o’clock, when a side window 
was tried. Mr. Perrin fired his revolver 
from a window on the second floor. He was 
unable to see the thieves, but judged from 
the noise in running that there were two. At 
3 o'clock a window on the front porch was 
tried. The-window was open and some one 
was getting in when Mr. Perrin surprised 
him and frightened him away. 

Thieves Poison a Dog: | 

At 2 o'clock yesterday morning the ö 
of Fred Williams was tried. ; 
had attempted to get in through a window 
on the back porch, but were frightened away - 
by Williams. The night before a large Dane 
dog belonging to Williams had died, pre- 
sumably from the effects of poison. It is 
supposed that the thieves had poisoned the 
dog in preparation for the deed. This was 
the third attempt at Williams’ house. 

On Monday night the thieves got into the 
cellar, but were frightened away by the dog.

Premature Explosion of , ae 
technics Causes a Panic and 
a Number of Persons 
Are Injured. 


POLICE ARREST NEGRO. 


State street was lost in spectacular con- 
fusion last night. Taking up the opportunity 
and the occasion left open after the Repub- 
lican parade had ended the Democrats made 
the night their own. Adlai E. Stevenson, 
Democratic nominee for the Vice Presidency ; 
Mayor Harrison, Congressman Joseph W. 
Balley and ex-Governor Hogg of Texas, 
and Samuel Alschuler shared in a demonstra- 
tion which crowded State street from Ran- 


at each end of the great forum thus formed 
made the occasion brilliant/ wk 
Though the crowd moved in conflicting 
masses, and seventeen separate meetings 
were in simultaneous progress within «a 
few blocks of each other, there was but 
one casualty. It resulted from the premature 
explosion of some fireworks. This occurred 
near Van Buren street and almost resulted 
in a riot and lynching. It was in front of the 
store of A. M. Rothschild & Co. Much of 
the stock of fireworks the Democrats had 
procured for their demonstration went up in 
smoke. Half a dozen people were injured 
while only prompt action on the part of the 
lice saved John A. Taylor, a colored man, 
from being lynched for causing the explosion. 


Explosion of Fireworks. 

Shortly after 8 o'clock, when under the 
guidance of Alderman William F. Brennan 
the discharge of fireworks was heralding the 
coming of Mr. Stevenson a negro was seen to 
crowd his way toward the wagon. Nothing 
was thought of it. As he touched a match 
to the fireworks and rockets and bombs be- 
gan fiying in every direction the crowd re- 
alized he had fired all the fireworks at once. 

A general stampede followed. Half a score 
of women, men, ahd boys were thrown down 
and trampled on. The excitement extended 
across the street, where half a dosen show- 
cases were broken. It lasted until all the 
rockets had exploded, when the less fright- 
ened saw Officers Carney and Nagle leading 
a colored man away. Supposing him the 
gullty person they attacked them and would 
have made short work of the colored man 
except for prompt police interference. 


Din of Horns and Cheers. ; 

The fireworks, such as were not destroyed, 
were displayed at two places—near Ran- 
dolph street and near Van Buren street. The 
intervening space formed the forum for the 
speakers and hearers. Much of the exhorta- 
tion of the speakers was lost in the din of 
horns and cheers. While Mr. Stevenson was 
offered as the drawing card, the people 
seemed to enjoy adding their individual 
efforts to the demonstration. 

The movement of the State street cable 
cars tended to augment the tumult and in- 
crease the jam, particularly near the fire- 
works displays. 

Say, let's blockade them cars,“ yelled a 
man near the Randolph street display. 
“They stopped for the Republicans this 
afternobn.“ 

Well, them cars belong to Republicans, 
and they’re being run in here to make con- 
fusion,” shouted another. 

* Hooray for Bryan!“ shouted a street 
peddler. Get a horn, gents, and save your 
lungs.” 

And every one was good-natured as well as 
noisy and enthusiastic. 

The jam in the street made it even difficult 
for the speakers to reach the wagons provided 
them near Van Buren, Adams, Washington, 
and Randolph streets. Having pushed 
through the crowds, Mr. Stevenson often 
found it more difficult to speak loud enough 
to make himself heard at any considerable 
distance from his platform. Mr. Alschuler, 
Congressman, Bailey and ex-Governor Hogg” 
of Texas met with the same difficulty. 


Members of Stevenson’s Party. 

The members of Mr. Stevenson's party 
were ex-Governor Hogg, Carter H. Harrison, 
L. J. Stevenson, Samuel Yarnell, Victor, 
Colo.; Dan Morgan Smith. E. P. McInerney, 
Andrew J. Ryan, Judge W. D. Fleming, 
Louisville, Ky.; Captain Patrick O' Farrell, 
Washington, D. C.; E. M. Stockton, P. J. 
O'Reilly. A. M. Bepnett, and W. C. H. 
Keough. They left the Auditorium Hotel, 
where Mr. Stevenson is staying, shortly be- 
fore 8 o'clock and entered State street from 
Congress street, escorted by a band and the 
County Democracy, 200 strong. 

The five carriages were the only vehicles 
in the street—or rather in the turbulent sea 
of hats and struggling upraised arms and 
faces. Ahead was the solid ck of the 
marching club, but all aroun o side and 
rear, the people had closed in and held the 
speakers prisoners. Two hundred policemen 
became blue puppets in the midst of the mob. 
which only the unyielding walls of the build- 
ings could restrain. Behind the carriages 
moved, solid masses of good-natured, riotous 
humanity. Their wish was law, and the 
driver of Mr. Stevenson's carriage all but 
threw the reins to the people. They wanted 


date themselves, and, denied this boon by the 
police, they varied a program of staying the 
wheels to a standstill with urging the car- 
riage hard upon the horses’ heels. 


Shake Hands with the Crowd. 

Mr. Stevenson and the Mayor occupied the 
first carriage, and from the start were 
whirled into a close companionship of hand- 
shaking and conversation with the mob as 
they passed along. The Vice Presidential 
candidate gazed curiously upon the howling 
thousands who might have cowed a King, 
but the Mayor smiled indulgently upon them 
as upon his own people. North in State 
street almost to Lake street the speakers 
passed, drawing the crowd. Mr. Stevenson 
mounted the stand erected opposite the Mar- 
shall Field Building, and when Carter Har- 
rison tore off his hat and waved his arms 
in leading the cheers the enthusiasm knew no 
bound. 

Mr. Stevenson spoke briefly, touching only 
the most significant issues of the campaign. 
Only the nearest ranks of listeners could 
catch his words, and the whole streetful of 
struggling people took upon themselves the

He Was Reinstated by Paying $150 
te Saloonkeeper Adolph Stein, Who 
Secured the Building Commission- 
er’s Aid—Mayor’s Appointee De- 
elares He Knew Nothing of Deal. 


‘ Oliver Bennett, a former policeman liv- 
ing in Flournoy street, near Sacramento 
avenue, has made affidavit that Adolph 
Stein, a saloonkeeper at Madison and Pau- 
lina streets, secured 6150 from him for hav- 
ing him reinstated on the force after his 
return from the Spanish war. ' 

Under the city ordinance and the action 
of the Civil Service commission Bennett 
was entitled to reinstatement and back pay, 
but, according to his story, he did not know 
this and Stein took advantage of the fact. 

James McAndrews, Commissioner of Build- 
ings and Democratic candidate for Congress- 
man in the Fourth District, is mifxed up in 
the. affair'as the man who was active in 
getting Bennett baék on the force. Mr. 
McAndrews says that he simply acted as 
committeeman for the ward in which Ben- 
nett and Stein live and that his only interest 
was to see that Bennett's rights were pre- 
served. 


Bennett's affidavit is that he left the po- 
lice force in May, 1898, to enlist in the navy. 
On his return he met Stein, who asked him 
if he did not want to get back on the police 
force. Stein told him that for $150 he could 
get him back. 

Bennett agreed to this, he avers, and Stein 
took him to Building Commissioner McAn- 
drews, who introduced him to the Mayor. 
He was reinstated. 

When Bennett got his pay for the time he 
had been away to the war, according to the 
affidavit, he paid Stein the $150. Some time 
after he was discharged from the force. 


Explained by McAndrews. 

When Building Commissioner McAndrews 
was asked about the case cre evening, he 
said: 
Certainly I had Bennett put back on the 
force. I remember the case well because he 
was brought to me dressed in his full naval 
uniform, cap and all.

PARADE IS STARTED ON TIME. 


Neither Disorder Nor Delay Mars For- 
mation of Long Column in 


Michigan Avenue. 


The signal for the beginning of the parade 
was given promptly at 10 o’clock by Grand 
Marshal Colonel E. C. Young, and the column 
started at once on its long march. -The head 
of the column was formed in Michigan ave- 
nue, south of Randolph street, shortly after 
9 o'clock, while the organizations forming 
the first or commercial division took their 
places in the cross streets between Michigan 
avenue and State street. The arrangements 
were perfect, and the prompt start, the or- 
derly manner in which the movements of the 
different bodies were performed, and the 
smoothness with which the forming of the 
line was accomplished were remarkable, con- 
sidering the number of men, horses, wagons, 
and floats in the demonstration. 

As early as 9 o'clock large crowds began 
to assemble along Michigan and Wabash 
avenues and the cross streets from Ran- 
dolph to Congress street. Inspector Hart- 
nett, with 300 policemen. was there to man- 
age the crowds, and perfect order was pre- 
served. The platoon of police which headed 
the parade, Colonel Young and his staff, the 
escort of citizens, and the other members of 
the first section of the first division met at 
the Public Library Building shortly after 9 
o'clock. While the head of the parade was 
forming in Michigan avenue, south of Ran- 
dolph street, the side streets began to fill 
with marching bbdies, who were marshaled 
in position, eighg abreast, by the division 
marshals and their aids, so as to be ready to 
fall in line when their turn came. 


Senators Arrive on Time.

They 
wore buttons of the size of small 
saucers.

“ Don’t do it,” yelled some of the men in 
the crowd. 


West hesitated a moment, but before he 
had a chance to remonstrate with the men 
one of them struck him a blow on the head 
which felled him to the ground. His com- 
panion kicked the prostrate man in the side 
and both then ran away. 

Spectators who were watching the parade 
near the Board of Trade were put to con- 
siderable inconvenience by a gang of toughs, 
who amused themselves by stuffing colored 
papers down the backs of unwilling men and 
women. The toughs had seoured a supply of 
paper “ confetti,’’ which in France is used 
on festival occasions. There it is strewn from 
windows and allowed to float in the breeze. 
But the men who obtained possession of the 
stuff put it to a different use. Each man who 
came within their reach was caught and a 
lot dt paper was pushed in back of his collar. 
The toughs drew no distinction between the 
men and women, and several women were 
made their victims. 

Two men who held a Bryan banner in front 
of the Chamber of Commerce Building came 
near causing a small sized riot. One of the 
marchers sprang from the line and tore the 
banner down. He was set upon by a half 
dozen men from the crowd and was being 
badly punished when Chief of Police Kip- 
ley, who stood nearby, ordered his men to 
disperse the mob. The police rushéd in and 
in a few minutes order had been restored. 

Of the crowds which lined the streets the 
men who stood in front of the City Hall were 
the most unruly. They yelled at the march- 
ers and jeered them. Some waved Bryan 
pictures in the air, while others displayed 
Democratic signs to the view of the marchers. 
There was but little trouble at this point 
until some one standing within the police line 
threw a potato into the ranks of a West Side 
marching club. The missfle struck one of 
the marchers in the eye, injuring it so that 
he had to drop out of the line. 

John Dwyer, superintendent of Douglas 
Park, who marched at the side of the injured 
man, resented the attack and forced his way 
through the crowd to the man he thought 
threw the potato. A free-for-all fight was 
precipitated in an instant. The three com- 
panies of marchers abreast the City Hall 
broke ranks and with uplifted canes rushed 
into the midst of the fighting crowd. 

Chief of Police Kipley and his secretary, 
James Markham,,were on the opposite side 
of the street, and, scenting the trouble, broke 
through the crowd and ordered him re- 
leased. In less than two minutes the line 
reformed and the parade continued.

Panic Seizes the Crowd. 


The crowd was gathered around a wagon 
to be used as the speakers’ stand directly 
in front of Rothschild’s, when a burly col- 
ored man was seen to move towards the 
bunch of fireworks on the wagon. An ex- 
plosion followed the stretching of his hand 
toward the wagon. The people about the 
wagon turned and endeavored to escape. 

They trampled over each other in their 
haste to get beyond the reach of the flying 
rockets and exploding bombs. : 

A carriage containing Speakers J. D. Miller 
of Geneva, Colonel J. F. Waters, M. E. Clare, 
and A. J. Galley was standing at the end of 
the wagon. The horses started to run, but 
were caught by Policeman Lacey. Alder- 
man W. F. Brennan and ex-Alderman Mike 
Zimmer, who wers on the wagon, had no 
hesitancy in leaping into the street and seek- 
ing a place of safety beneath the wagon. 

The crowd ran in every direction. Even 
those standing on the sidewalk across th 
street attempted to get away and broke half 
a dozen showcases in their wild scramble. 
The panic ended only when the frightened 
throng began to realize the man who caused 
the disturbance was being led away by the 
officers. 

Taylor, the accused colored man, lives at 
1834 Armour avenue. He says he was stand- 
ing across the street from the wagon when 
the explosion occurred, talking to Charles 
White, a friend living at 1885 Dearborn 
street. He became involved in a controversy 
with M. Leppold, he says, and drew his re- 
volver. He had the weapon in his hand when 
arrested. He is charged with being dis- 
orderly and brandishing a revolver. 

Officers Carney and Nagle say the citizen 
who was holding Taylor when they came up 
caught him as he turned away after setting 
fire to the freworks.

“The English steel manufacturers now 
proclaim the fact that if steel comes down 
to $22 per ton they will make it at a loss. 
The United States, however, is making steel 
at $22 per ton and selling it at a profit. I 
was at a great tool works in Berlin the 
other day, where all the machine tools came 
from the United States. They had just put 
up a new steel constructed foundry, 500x120 
feet, all the material for which was sent to 
Berlin from the United States within ninety 
days from the date of the contract, as against 
six months, the quickest European bid, and 
‘at 15 per cent less cost. In every shop in 
Germany nine-tenths of the machine tools 
used were made in the United States. 

“ Mr. Guggenheim of New York is leaving 
England tonight for Buenos Ayres to see if 
it is possible that smelting furnaces may be 
constructed there whereby native ores may 
be used at less price than they are now using 
Bolivian ores, which they are transporting 
all the way to Pueblo, Colo., where they are 
smelting and sending them to Europe at a 
profit.” 


, SIPIDO UNDER ARREST IN PARIS. 


Youthful Anarchist Who Attempted to 
Shoot Prince of Wales Caught 
in French Capital. 


PARIS, Oct. 27.—It is now known that Sip- 
ido, the Béigian youth who attempted to 
shoot the Prince of Wales, was convicted, 
and afterwards escaped, was arrested yes- 
terday at the house of his uncle in a suburb 
of Paris, where he has lived since he came 
here. He resisted the officers at first, but 
then quickly yielded. A dispatch from Brus- 


gels asserts that Sipido allied himself with 


the French militant Anarchists and took 
part in their demonstrations. 


FILIPINO DOOMED TO DEATH. 


Rebel Guilty of Burying American 
Alive to Be Executed—Tribesmen 
Suck Captive’s Blood. 


MANILA, Oct. 24, via Hongkong, Oct. 27.— 
The rebel, Captain Novicio, has been tried by 
a military commission at Baler, northern 
Luzon, charged with burying alive a seaman 
named McDonald of Lieutenant Gillmore’s 
Yorktown party. Novicio was found guilty 
and sentenced to death. The commission's 
sentence is now in the hands of ‘General 
MacArthur for approval. : 

Testimony was produced at the trial show- 
ing Novicio also caused the death of Veu- 
ville, another member of Lieutenant Gill- 
more’s party, by delivering hm into the 
hands of the native tribesmen known as 
Hoggotes, who, under the pretext of going 
fishing, lured Veuville into the woods and 
murdered him with two Spanish friends, who 
were Veuville’s fellow-captives. 5

INSURRECTIONIST PAPER PRINTS 
STORY SHOWING CONNECTION, 


Direct Statement Made That Demo- 
cratic Oandidate’s Success Will 


While McKinley's Election Is to Be 
the Pretext for Continued Fighting 
Publication Believed te Be In- 
spired by Politicians, 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 27.—[Special.}— 
Further proof that the fighting in the Philip- 
pines is continued in the interest of W. J. 
Bryan and his followers is found in copies 
of the “ Filipinos Ante Europa,” published in 
Madrid, and just received here. Print- 
ed in large type on the frst page of the paper, 
and double-leaded, is the following: 

** Sensational notice, just received. 

this number goes to press we have 
received an official communication from the 
Assembly of the Philippine government of 
an important resolution to suspend hostilt- 
tles without, however, surrendering arms, as 
soon as the notice is made of the election 
of Mr. Bryan to the Presidency of the United 
States, in order to thus demonstrate that 
the Filipinos have never thought to fight 
against the great North American republic, 
but only defend themselves from the im- 
perialists; however, if,unfortunately, Mr.Mc- 
Kinley should be re#lected the war will be 
continued for four years more, or during 
the period during which he serves again as 
President, unless he should meanwhile recog- 
nize our independence. 

„O, God! does thy justice req that this 
poor little Filipino land be subjected to an- 
other four years of hard trial? Give us then 
strength to support it, and sufficient shame 
that we may not co surrender to our 
powerful enemies.“ 


Publication Believed Inspired. 


Tt is believed here that the publication was 
by Bryan’s supporters in the belief 

that it might be helpful in his campaign. In 
any event this frank statement of the atti- 
tude of the Filipino insurgents establishes 
the close bond of sympathy between them 
and the Democratic candidate for President.

PUNISH WRONG MAN FOR ARSON 


O. F. Rollins of Waterloo, Ta., Confesses 
to Crime for Which J. R. Faust 
Served Prison Sentence. 


Waterloo, Ia., Oct. 27.—[Special.J—In a 
written confession, which he has placed in 
the hands of Postmaster I. C. Munger of this 
city, C. F. Rollins tells of his guilt of a crime 
of arson for which another man has just 
emerged from the penitentiary after serving

On Aug. 4, 1897, two barns on the farm of 
J. R. Faust, near Marshalltown, were de- 
stroyed by fire, together with their contents. 
Faust had but a short time before obtained 
considerable insurance on the buildings.

In his confession Rollins, who was one of

A telegram from Marshalltown says Rol- 
lins is known there, and that he is familiar 
with the case. 

Faust was confined in the penitentiary at 
Fort Madison, and was released last June. 
The authorities of Marshall County have 
been looking for him for some time, but have 
been unable to locate him, 

Rollins declares Faust was kidnaped when 
he left the penitentiary, at the instance of 
the railroad officials, and taken to Chicago, 
where he is lodged in jail on some charge. 

At Marshalltown it is thought Rollins’ 
story may be true. 


There is no record of a prisoner by the 
name of J. R. Faust at the County Jail 
Building, nor at any of the Chicago police 
stations.

SLAIN IN OAK PARK HOTEL 


GEO. SPILLER, WAITER, FATALLY 
STABS L. L. LETTS, JANITOR. 


Fight Takes Place in the Kitchen of 


the Plasa and Causes Panic Among. 


Guests at Luncheon in Dining-Room 
Victim Dies Later at the County 
Hospital—Murderer Is Captured and 


Says He Did the Stabbing in Self- 


Defense. 


During a fight in the kitchen of the Hotel 
Plaza at Oak Park yesterday at 1 o'clock 
George Spiller, a negro waiter, fatally 
stabbed Lester L. Letts, the janitor. The 
victim died later at the County Hospital. 

The fight was witnessed by Mrs. Letts and 
the noise of the struggle was heard by those 
at luncheon in the dining-room. A panicim- 
mediately commenced, The fall of the body 
of Letts upon the floor was heard and im- 


mediately afterward the tight door between 


the kitchen and dining-room was flung wide 
open by Mrs. Letts, revealing the haft- 
frenzied colored man standing above the 
prostrate janitor, holding in his hand a bread- 
knife. Mra. J. K. Russell, owner of the hotel, 
and Mre. C. H. Anderson, wife of Bishop 
Anderson of the Episcopal Church, who were 
among the nearest to the kitchen door, fell 
to the dining-room floor in dead faints. The 
rest of the guests ran from the room scream- 


ing. . 

Dr. C. H. Kidd, who has offices in the hotel, 
ran in and helped pick up the wounded man, 
while in the confusion Spiller escaped. He 
was captured at Austin at 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon by Sergeant John Schwass of the 
Oak Park police. Letts was removed to the 
Cook County Hospital, where he died from 
loss of blood, having received a cut across 
the shoulder and a deep wound in the left 
side below the heart. 


How the Fight Started. 


The trouble between the men is said to 


have been caused by remarks Janitor Letts 
made concerning the alleged attention of 
Spiller to Bertha Hayes, one of the servant 
girls of the hotel. Spiller, who is a heavy- 
set, full-blooded negro, resented the use of 
his name in connection with that of the 
young white woman, and the news was car- 
ried back to Letts by his wife while the jan- 
itor was at dinner in a small room off the 
rear of the kitchen. : 

I' beat the nigger’s head off,” said Letts. 

A moment before Spiller had come into the 
kitchen from the dining-room for the purpose 
of getting a knife to cut bread with. He 
overheard Letts’ words and looked into the 
roo 


m. 

What's that you said?” he demanded. 

“I said I'd beat your head oft,“ replied the 
janitor. 

He rose from the table and followed Spilier, 
who retreated across the room in the direc- 
tion of the dining-room door. With a loud 
imprecation that, ringing through the din- 
ing-room alarmed the guests at dinner, Letts 
made a furious kick at the waiter. who tried 
to ward it off with the hand in which he held 
the bread knife. | 

Another kick and a blow at the waiter’s 
head followed, and in the scuffle Spiller sank 
the bread knife into Lett’s left shoulder and 
side. Letts did not immediately sink to the 
floor and made another effort to strike the 
waiter, who again raised his knife. 


Escape of the Murderer. 

Then Letts fell, and Mrs. Letts, 
past him, flung the door to the dining-room 
wide open, intending, it is believed, to call Dr. 
Kidd. Aghast at the consequences of his act 
the negro stood for a moment and then made 
his way through a rear door and escaped in 
the direction of the woods about Harlem. 

Mrs. Letts was too excited last night to give 
Sergeant SchViass a coherent account of the 
trouble, but fepeated questioning failed to 
elicit anything, from her that materially dit- 
fered from the straightforward account of 
the affair given by the waiter. 

“I acted merely in self-defense,” said 
Spiller at the Oak Park Police Station last 
night. “I had the bread knife in my hand 
merely by accident, having come into the 
kitchen to get it to cut some bread.“ 

Spiller is said by the manager and guests of 
the hotel to have been a quiet, well behaved 
man. He had been at the hotel for some time. 
Letts, who came but recently with his wife 
from Lansing, Mich.,was a large, heavy man.

BRYAN BUSY IN NEW YORK 


SECOND GREETING TO DEMOCRAT 


OUTDOES FORMER RECEPTION. 


e Big Meetings, Several of Which 


Are Outdoors, Are Addressed by the 
Candidate — Gotham Ablaze with. 
Red Fire—Former Senator Hill and 
Bourke Cotkran Speak from Same 
Platform—Mrs. Bryan Cheered in 

~ Madison Square Garden. 


New York, Oct. 27.—[Special. -The second 
coming of William Jennings Bryan to New 
York in this campaign eclipsed all other Dem- 
ocratic political demonstrations of the cam- 
paign. Fifteen thousand persons heard him 
at Madison Square Garden, one of seven 
meetings he addressed in this city tonight. 
He had been speaking all day. His mor:ing 
was spent under the elms about Old Eli. 
From New Haven 200 Yale students came 
back with him as a bodyguard. 

When Mr. Bryan got to the Grand Central 
Station shortly after 2 o’clock there were 
more than 5,000 persons to greet him. He 
spent most of the afternoon at the Hoffman 
House, where he went over the business of 


_the campaign with the leaders. 


ter a dinner in his honor, at which there 
were thirty-five guests, he witnessed the 
great pyro echaic display. The sky was one 
glare of red. The wide square was ablaze 
in his honor. The cahdidaie was greatly 
pleased. He was in splendid humor, and 
when the carriage which was to take him 
on his tour came he almost ran to get into it 
in his eagerness and strength. 


Talks to Italians and Germans. 


The first stop made by Mr. Bryan was at 
the Broadway Athletic club, where he spoke 
He was met there by 7,000. He 
reached Cooper Union shortly before 9. 
This was a speech to Germans, but it was 
really an international mass-meeting. 

At the Cooper Union meeting Mr. Bryan 
said: ‘‘I have made no attempt to conceal 
my views on the money question. If I would 
surrender my convictions on it in order to 
get to be President I might surrender my 
convictions on the trust question, on the 
army question, and on imperialism after I 
got to be President.“ 

Sigmund Zeisler of Chicago followed with 
a speech in German on imperialism. 

Mr. Bryan was still in good form when he 
made two carriage speeches at Fourteenth 
street, corner of Second avenue, and at 
Twentieth street and the same avenue, 

His Madison square speech did not begin 
until after 10 o’clock, but the crowd waited. 
In the meantime ex-Senator Hill spoke and 
asserted that the Republicans contemplated 
another force bill. 

The Madison Square speech Mr. Bryan 
made was unlike his first. It was addressed 
tothe independent class mainly. He also 
referred to the financial issue. Many times 
has was forced to stop because of cheering. 


Two Late Outdoor Speeches. 


As a climax to the day the Democratic hero 
made two other outdoor speeches. The first 
was from a stand near the Dewey arch, 
where he talked to 15,000 persons who could 
not get into the hall. He made another short 
speech at Madison avenue and Twenty- 
fourth street. 

It was long after midnight before Mr. 
Bryan got back to the Hoffman House. He 
will spend Sunday there quietly with Mrs. 
Bryan. On Monday a big Democratic meet- 
Ing is planned for Brooklyn. 

It was a night of triumph for Mrs. William 
Jennings Bryan quite as much as it was for 
her husband. Mrs. Bryan received the 
homage of the 15,000 persons who crowded 
into Madison Square Garden to hear Mr. 
Bryan. It was a few minutes after 8 o'clock 
when Mrs. Bryan, accompanied by Dr. and 
Mrs. Girdner, entered the box reserved for 
her. 7 
crowd Cheers for Mrs. Bryan. 

The thousands jumped to their feet as one 
man, yelled, shrieked, and howled a wel- 
come, waved flags, and made the whole 
structure vibrate with noise. It wasa shock 
to quiet, little Mrs. Bryan and embarrassed 
her much. She didn’t know just what to do 
to show her appreciation, but she stood up 
for a second and bowed gracefully. That 
started the noise again. 

Anson Phelps Stokes, chairmar of the 
meeting, had just begun his speech when 
Mrs. Bryan appeared. As soon as the noise 
subsided Mr. Stokes referred to the pres- 
ence of Mrs. Bryan, uttering the hope that 
she would sooh grace the White House. A 
storm of applause greeted this remark and 
Mrs. Bryan for about the twentieth time in 
five minutes blushed furiously. 


Hill and Cockran on One Platform. 

The meeting in the garden was remarkable 
for many things. For the first time in this 
campaign David B. Hill, exponent of the old- 
time Democracy, and Bourke Cockran, ex- 
ponent of the gold Democrats, spoke in this 
city from the same platform. 

One of the 15,000 who attended the meeting 
was Russell Sage. The old Republican went 
into the press stand with a heightened color 
and breathing hard, the result of his tussel 
with the crowd. He said: 

“This ig the first time in my life that I

At the close of the dinner ex-Governor 
Stone made an address, in the course of 
which he charged Senator Scott with having 
said at the banquet given to Governor Roose- 
velt at the Fifth Avenue Hotel last night:

they are a good thing. The Standard Oil

Therefore apathy prevails over this experi- 
ment, and unless some fortuitous accident 
brings the proceedings of the new borough 
Councils. with their Mayors and Aldermen 
into. prominence they will sink into the ob- 
livion that has long enwrapped the authori- 
tles they supersede.. 

_ Doubtless there is a public spirit to be found 
even in an gmorphous agglomeration such as 
this huge metropolis if we could reach it, 
but there is also a measure of desrair of do- 
ing good. What is the use?” men say. we 
can do nothing among so many,“ and they 
never try. 

Life in London is so hard for the great 
multitude of its citizens, so intense, that it 
leaves them no leisure. Their hours of work 
are frequently long and the distances many 
have to travel to get to and from that work 
cons ume a great deal of time. Consequently 
a considerable number of the more intelligent 
and public spirited section of the inhabitants 
could not devote any time to municipal af- 
fairs, however willing they may be.

The citizen of the more cosmopolitan type 
who sleeps merely where his house is, who 
is never at home except late at night or Sun- 
day, cannot be expected to exercise any abid- 
ing or useful influence over borough affairs.

It is the story of a wife who, having direct 
proof of her husband's faithlessness, aban- 
dons him in disgust and receives the atten- 
tions of a man who is her devoted admirer. 
Her husband prays forgiveness, she refuses, 
the husband commits suicide, and she mar- 
rfes her lover. 

It is a story of squalid intrigue, with noth- 
ing left to the imagination concerning the 
details except presumably what the censor 
would not pass. The second act just misses 
a really great dramatic hit by an affectedly 
unconvéntional delayed curtain. Mrs. Dav- 
éntry (Mrs. Campbell), lying on a couch in 
her boudoir, is an unseen witness to her 
husband's love scene with her friend, Mrs.

HYPNOTISTS UNDER ‘ARREST. 


Numerous Crimes Charged to Two Men 
Who Employed Others, Some |

PARIS, Oct. 27.—A curious case will short- 
ly come before the courts. Two men, each 
endowed with peculiarly erful hypnotic 
influence, are charged with a.number of 
offenses, principally thefts and crimes 
against morals. Some women who find 
themselves implicated will testify that the 
criminals took advantage of their disposi- 
tlon to fall under the influence of mesmeric 
suggestion. 

The authorities may conduct the hearing 
partly behind closed doors. Nevertheless 
quite a series of strange misdeeds will be 
ventilated publicly. Thus, four servant giris. 
arrested at various times for thefts are now 
believed to have acted irresponsibly, having 
carried the property out to the men in the 
dead of night, according to orders given 
while the servants were in a hypnotic state, 
and which they obeyed irresistibly at the 
appointed hour several daysafterward, 

It is rumored that these four servants were 
taken from the penitentiary and placed in 
the hands of mental specialists, who con- 
ducted conclusive experiments showing that 
all four could be made irresponsibly criminal. 

The details of these experiments were re- 
fused, but it is learned that to one girl, aged 
22, it was suggested that she stab herself 
when twenty-four-hours had elapsed. Then 
she was awakened. At the appointed time 
she suddenly dropped her occupation, seized 
a knife placed purposely near, and stabbed 
herself vigorously in the direction of her 
heart. —

Mind Over the Confusion Brought 

About by Different Days Fixed for 
the Ending eof the Exposition—Of- 
ficials Are Silent — Many Displays 
Will Be Dismaantied on the First Day 

Named. 

PARIS, Oct. 27. —The exposition Kanten 
are experiencing unpleasantness in not 
knowing whether the exposition will close on 
the date originally set, Monday, Nov. 5, or 
whether the announcement made on Wednes- 
day that it would be prolonged till Nov. 11 16 
actuality. 

At the headquarters of the American Com- 
missioners no light could be thrown on the 
situation. The only statement forthcoming 
was that they had been consulted on the sub- 
ject of the prolongation and Commissioner 
General Peék had entered a protest. 

Since then nothing official has been re- 
eeived from the French authorities. The 
French papers, however, last Wednesday 
made the statement about the prolongation, 
apparently authoritatively, some saying the 
announcement was official. But it has not 
appeared yet in the Journal Officiel. 

The exhibiters and public are further mys- 
tified by the ignerance displayed at the head 
offices of the exposition, where it was said 
today that the prolongation was not yet ab- 
solutely certain, but that it was almost so. 

It will not be official, anyway,” said the 
assistant secretary, “until the President 
signs the decree on Tuesday next. We un- 
derstand it will be definitely decided by the 
government today, but we cannot say this is 
a fact.“ ; 

The foregoing statement, therefore, Still 
leaves the matter doubtful. 

In the meantime the exhibiters are in a 
quandary, not knowing how to proceed with 
contracts and other details of getting ex- 
hibits from the grounds: Many say they in- 
tend to commence dismantiing on Nov. 6, 
which is a day after the original date set for 
closing. They will be unable to remove their 
goods from the grounds, however, for the 
authorities have given instructions not to 
allow the taking of boxes or materials from 
inside the grounds. 

The situation is causing some feeling, and 
it is certain confusion and disarranged ex- 
hibits will be presented to view should the 
prolongation otcur. 


ROB LORD ALFRED DOUGLAS. 


Given Drugged Drinks, Bound. and 
Gagged While Unconscious, and 
Relieved of His Valuables.

PARIS, Oct. 27.—Lord Alfred Douglas has 
been robbed in a somewhat mysterious way. 

Under the pretext of having him meet a 
new jockey two men led Lord Douglas toa 
second-rate hotel and induced him to drink 
drugged liquors. Several hours afterward 
Douglas woke with a towel gagging him 
and his hands tightly bound. He finally 
succeeded in attracting the attention of the 
proprietor, who freed him. 

Douglas’ money, expensive chain and 
watch, and several costly rings had been 
stolen. He complained to the police, who, 
first, either because they discredited his 
story or for other reasons, refused to touch | 
the case.

Exhibiters in an Uncertain Frame of 
Mind Over the Confusion Brought 
About by Different Days Fixed for 
the Ending of the Exposition—Of- 
ficials Are Silent — Many Displays 
Will Be Dismantied on the First Day 
Named. 


PARIS, Oct. 27.—The exposition exhibiters 
are experiencing unpleasantness in not 
knowing whether the exposition will close on 
the date originally set, Monday, Nov. 5, or 
whether the announcement made on Wednes- 
day that it would be prolonged till Nov. 1116 
actuality. 

At the of the American Com- 
missioners no light could be thrown on the 
situation. The only statement forthcoming 


ject of the prolongation and Commissioner 
General Peék had entered a protest. 

Since then nothing official has been re- 
ceived from the French authorities. The 
French papers, however, last Wednesday 
made the statement about the prolongation, 
apparently authoritatively, some saying the 
announcement was official. But it has not 
appeared yet in the Journal Officiel. 

The exhibiters and public are further mys- 
tified by the ignorance displayed at the head 
offices of the exposition, where it was said 
today that the prolongation was not yet ab- 
solutely certain, but that it was almost so. 

It will not be official, anyway,“ said the 
assistant secretary, “until the President 
signs the decree on Tuesday next. We un- 
derstand it will be definitely decided by the 
government today, but _we cannot say this is 
a fact.” 

The foregoing statement, therefore, still 
leaves the matter doubtful. 

In the meantime the exhibiters are in a 
quandary, not knowing how to proceed with 
contracts and other details of getting ex- 
hibits from the grounds. Many say they in- 
tend to commence dismantiing on Nov. 6, 
which is a day after the original date set for 
closing. They will be unable to remove their 
goods from the grounds; however, for the 
authorities have given instructions not to 
allow the taking of boxes or materials from 
inside the grounds. 

The situation is causing some feeling, and 
it is certain confusion and disarranged ex- 
hibits will be presented to view should the 
prolongation otcur.

[BARN USH on MACHINES 


ILLINOIS UNIVERSITY STUDENTS 
HAVE A NOVEL COURSE. 


Department eof Farm Mechanics Al- 
ready PopularAll Modern Appli- 
ances Kept at the College and Test- 
ed by Those Whe Are Studying Agri- 
culture — Use of the Labor-Saving 
Devices and Their Value Investi- 
gated. 


Urbana, III., Oct. 27.—[Special.]—The de- 
partment of farm mechanics at the Univer 
sity of Illinois, despite its youth, is one of 
the most popular courses offered by the 
College of Agriculture. Of the 134 
boys registered in the college every has 
signified a desire to attend the new class, 
which is under the charge of F. R. 

The class is the first ever organized in 
America or elsewhere for the purpose of 
studying farm machinery. That it meets 
the approval of the farmers over the country 
is attested by the attendance of the class, 
which inaugurated its course of work last 


September. 
The department’ occupies the entire south 
wing of the new agricultural building, which 
will be completed about Jan. 1. Already 
there is stored in rooms provided for the pur- 
pose over $30,000 worth of farm machinery, 
much of which has been donated outright 
to the university. The greater part, how- 
ever, has been sent to the institution to be 
used in class work, and upon the call of the 
company to be returned at its expense. 
Almost every type of improved farm ma- 
chinery is represented in the collection, and 
before three months have passed the exhibit 
will be increased fully one-fourth, as Mr. 
Crane is in correspondence with a number of 
firms which wish to be represented in the 
collection. Nearly all the manufacturers are 
anxious to donate —.— machines for pur- 
poses of class instru n. 

During the two years’ work comprised in 
the new course every important piece of farm 
machinery will be tested as to its efficiency 
and economical points, so that the young 
agriculturist will leave the institution with 
an accurate knowledge of the best tools of 
his trade. 

In making the tests the work is all done by 
students. Attired in overalls, with blue hand- 
kerchiefs about their necks and nondescript 
headgear, the young collegians look as like 
farmers as the real article, which is not 
strange, considering the fact that all of them 
hail from the farm. 

During the last week a test was made ofa 
thrasher which embraced several new feat- 
ures. The problems worked out by the class 
were the power required to run a self-feeder 
and a hand feeder, a wind stacker and a car- 
rier stacker, the efficiency test of the engine, 
etc. Next week the traction qualities of the 
engine will be studied. 

The most Important test which will be 
made in many months, according to Mr. 
Crane, was completed ten days ago, when 
the class finished two weeks’ work with a 
corn husker and picker. This machine will 
pick corn in the field and husk it as cleanly 
as a man can do the work. One machine, one 
man, and two horses, in a fair field, will, ac- 
cording to Mr. Crane, pick and husk seven 
acres per day, while with the old method of 
hand picking it was impossible to cover over 
two with the same force employed. 

Mr. Crane, who has charge of the new de- 
partment, was graduated from the Michig n 
Agricultural College with the class of 99 
and took post graduate work at Wisconsin, 
eoming to Illinois last year. Regarding the 
new course he said: 

Being pioneers in this work it makes it 
hard to map out a course which is entirely 
satisfactory or which meets all the needs 
of the students. So far, however, we have 
been quite successful. The new course, it 
seems to me, fills a gap in the college bred 
farmer’s education which nothing presented 
heretofore could meet. 

“With the innumerable styles of farm 
‘machinery it is now absolutely necessary 
for a farmer to know something of their con- 
struction and efficiency, otherwise he will 
be the prey of manufacturers of inferior 
farm goods. Besides the agricultural value, 
the mechanical side of the student is devel- 
oped, a condition much needed by farm resi- 
dents, as a rule.“

MANDAMUSINTAXWAR 


TEACHERS SEEK TO FORCE EQUAL- 
IZERS TO TAX FRANCHISES. 


Miss Haley and Miss Goggin Declare 
This Is the Only Method by Which 
the Board Can Be Compelied te De 
Its Duty in the Matter of Levying 
Upon Corporations in Cook County 
—Petition for Writ to Be Filed in 


A petition for mandamus is the latest move 
of the teachers in their efforts to compel 


corporations of Cook County pay taxes on 
their franchises. This action, they say, has 
been forced upon them by the attitude of the 
special committee of the Board of Equaliza- 
tion which met at the Great Northern Hotel 
on Friday. 

Miss Haley and Miss n have become 
convinced that this committee has brought 
up the question of Cook County valuations 
in order to escape responsibility in bringing 
the corporations to judgment. Their object 
in starting the investigation has been de- 
tracked, they say, and they will seek to have 
the courts enforce the law which compels the 
Board of Equalization to assess the fran- 
chise values of corporations. 

The petition for mandamus will be filed in 
the Cirqnit Court early this week. It has 
been a hurried work, for the teachers had 


this complication. ‘Attorney 
drawn up the petition. . - 


Says Purpose Is Delay. 
Miss Haley says she sees clearly that the 
Board of Equalization has switched the is- 
sue, and will try to delay investigation of the 
corporation taxes until too late. Im the 
meantime, to appear as if interested in the 
investigation, the question of Cook County’s 
lowered valuations has been brought up. 
It is dane to hurt our cause in k Coun- 
ty.“ said Miss Haley, but we will get the 
better of the Board of Review yet. The law 
does not say that the Board of Review may 
compel corporations to file schedules or that 
franchise values may be assessed, but that 
these things must be insisted upon. We are 
asking for the enforcement of a law which 
was enforced thirty years ago and which is 
still upon the statute books as effective as 
ever. 
It is all very well for them to talk of an 
investigation of Cook County’s share in the 
State taxes. They would never have thought 
of it if we had given them no reason to do 80. 
When we appeared in Springfield we gave 
them cause to consider something, and this 
Cook County business was brought forward 
to crowd out our matter. . 
The only way to bring this State board 
to time is to go into the courts and get an 
order compelling them to act. Scenes were 
enacted in Springfield when we tried to meet 
these men which proved conclusively that 
nothing but the force of the law would ever 
bring them to action. They would not even 
face the situation before them until really 


compelled to do 80.“ 
Affairs. 


Incensed at Turn of 

Miss Haley and Miss Goggin were so far 
successful their attempts up to three or 
four days ago that they believed some results 
in the way of taxes werein sight. They were 
much ‘incensed at the:turn of affairs when 
they found their case coldly turned aside for 
something which at the present time they be- 
lieve will only harm them. 
The mandamus was used by the teachers 
in compelling the Board of Assessors to file 
schedules on $235,000,000 worth of property 
which has not been assessed in previous 
years.‘ They secured quick action in that 
case, the schedules being filed three hours 
after mandamus proceedings. were begun. 
Miss Haley and Miss Goggin were both hope- 
ful yesterday that the mandamus would 
bring the Board of Equalization to a consid- 
eration of their cause at once. Time is now 
becoming a matter of great importance, as 
they are determined to have the taxes col- 
lected this year on the $235,000,000. 


More Space for Meetings. 
The teachers state that so much inter- 
est has been shown in the Monday even- 
ing mass-meeting in Central Music Hall 
that it has been deemed advisable to secure 
the Masonic Temple roof garden albo, to ac- 
commodate those who have expressed inten- 
tions of being present.

Pay Roll More than $500,000. 
Evidence of the necessity that taxes should 
all be paid, and that the teachers have an in- 
terest in seeing them secured, is found in 
the fact that the monthly pay roll of teach- 
ers went above $500,000 yesterday for the 
first time. Within nine years the amount 
paid the public school teachers of Chicago 
has doubled. The sum ef $500,000 is distrib- 
uted within three days. 


High School Teachers Meet. 

The Chicago and Cook County High School 
Teachers’ association met yesterday in 
Schiller Hall. On account of the Republican 
parade but twenty members were present 
and an adjournment was taken until the 
next regular date of meeting on Nov. 10 
without any matters having been consid- 
ered.

AMERICAN ENTRY IS DEFEATED 
IN THE MATCH RACE. 


Royal Flash, Owned by John A. Drake 
of Chicago, Loses the Contest at the 
Hurst Club Course—Widespread In- 
terest in the Outcome—British 
mal Is in Receipt of Twenty-eight 
Peunds from His Rival and It Proves 
Too Much. 


LONDON, Oct. 27,—The match race de- 
tween Mr. L. Neumann's English horse 
Eager, ridden by Mornington Cannon, and 
John A. Drake's American horse Royal 
Flush, with L. Reiff up, which was run today 
over the Hurst Turf club course, was wo! 
Eager. He finished first in a canter by 
lengths.

The race was the outcome of the keen 
rivalry existing between English and Amer- 
ican horsemen and was looked upon as the 
most interesting turf event of the year in 
England. 

The aim of the parties proposing the ra 
was to have a crack English horse, owned 
by an Englishman, ridden by an English 
jockey, and born and bred in England, com- 
pete with an American horse, owned by an 
American, ridden by an American jockey, . 
and trained by Americans, in order, it was 
said, to demonstrate the superiority of one 
style over the other. |

Eager is a 6-year-old bay horse by Enthusi- 
ast, out of Greeba. Royal Flush is a chestnut 
horse, by Favo, out of Flush.

The weather was 
miserable. Royal Flush and Eager proceed- 
ed to the post in a pelting rain and were 
loudly applauded. Both horses appeared to 
he in the pink of condition.

He developed a system of 
bis own in running bear, and he became then 
and in the years following the greatest bear 
hunter the earth: ever knew, not barring 
Boone, Carson, Adams, or any other man on 
earth It is not to be doubted that this 
mah, who is now hale and hearty, has killed 
mofe bears to his own gun than any man 
that ever lived. In his first year on the 
fidge farm of the delta he killed 304 bears. 
In one day he killed six, and on the day fol- 
seven. This was only one year and 
fils biggest year. He kept a diary of the 
Hunts and a record of the number of bear 
he had killed, and this book would have 
mad great value today had it been preserved. 
it was lost in a fire which burned down 
house.

BASEBALL GOSSIP FROM THE EAST. 


Freedman’s Demands for Strengthen- 
ing the New York Club. 

ew t. —One 

press agents of Andrew — 
the report the other day that the only con- 
dition upon which the New York manage- 
ment would consent to strengthen its team 
next season would be the capitulation of the 
Brooklyn club. In other words, it was stated 
that if the Brooklyn people showed an in- 
clination to bend the knee as other league 
magnates have done, the New York magnate 
would agree to boom the game. 

As far as the Brooklyn club is concerned 
there has been no ul feeling toward Freed- 
man. The Brooklyn officials have openly ex- 
pressed a wish that the New Yorks might 
win, and have been willing at all times to 
strengthen Freedman’s team in return for 
bonuses below the usual standard. But Han- 
lon and his partners have not seen the wis- 
dom of handing over any of their stars for 
nothing any more than the other league club 
owners have done. 1 

The only offense committed by the Brook - 
lyn magnates that has aroused the ire of the 
New York magnate’ is the production of a 
champion team, the existence of which has 
been a thorn in the side of the Polo Grounds 
club. It is a matter of record that no Brook- 
lyn official during the year just closed has 
made a derogatory remark concerning Freed- 
man, and none of them has criticised the 
New York team in any way. Therefore it is 
rather odd the Brooklyn people should be 
asked to lay down. If they did wave a flag of 
truce what would be the result? 

What was the result when the other league 
clubs surrendered to Freedman last winter? 
Didn't the magnates reduce the circuit at his 
bidding? Didn't they abolish syndicate 
ball with the exception of his own 
club? Didn't they refund the 51.000 
Holmes’ fine and declare that the New York's 
President had been unfairly treated? Didn't 
they guarantee the $15,000 rent of Manhattan 
Field as a sop? Didn't they donate Players 
Mercer, Bowerman, Hawley, Selbach, Hick- 
man, Frisbee, and Elmer Smith, together 
with Manager Buck Ewing. and didn't 
Freedman in return for these favors promise 
to put up big money for the resurrection of 
baseball in this city? Isn't it alsoa fact that 
the New York club refused to pay its share 
of the circuit reduction expense, declined to 
put up a dollar for ball players, and con- 
tinued its rule or ruin policy in the face of. 


its good promises? 


Would Freedman Keep Promiset 

What guarantee is there Freedman would 
finally strengthen the New Yorks next year, 
even if the “Brooklyn club consented to do 
his bidding? 

This yarn about the necessary policy of 
the Brooklyn club emanates from two men 
who have at long range defended the New 
York club and have criticized those who 
have shown courage enough to point out 
its defects. The Brooklyn club has minded 
its own business. It hag never asked a favor 
of the National league. It has built up its 
present great team at Its own expense and 
it has proved a money maker for other clubs, 
for there is no better @rawing card in the 
league today than Hanien’s Superbas. 

This talk about concillating Freedman is 
not based upon sound judgment. Perhaps 
jealousy has something to do with it. I 
think I could mention the names of some 
magnates who would like to see the Brook- 
lyn team disintegrated. If Hanlon was the 
manager of a tail end team he would be 
a popular fellow in league councils, but be- 
cause he has shown the ability, year in and 
year out, to produce an unbeatable ball team 
the statement cannot be denied that he is 
in somewhat bad odor. 


Hanlon’s Views on Baseball. 

The statement coming from Baltimore that 
Hanlon has had friction with his partners 
and that he is disgusted with the way things 
have been going here is an untruth. Just be- 
fore Hanlon left here for his home in Balti- 
more he said to me; 

„I know well what is the matter with base-

The newspapers have not been treated with 
proper courtesy. Baseball depends upon the 
press for free advertising such as no other 
public entertainment enjoys. The newspa- 
pers can make or break anything in the way 
of sport. During the last season I noticed 
that columns were devoted to prize-fighting, 
horse racing, and golf, where baseball get 
only a few lines. It is also a fact that report- 
ers who used to cover ball games for good sal- 
aries were taken away from the games, and 
in many instances office boys were substi- 
tuted. It makes no difference whether you 
have a champion team or not; if the news- 
papers do net notice it and do not Keep it con- 
spicuously before the public in big type there 
is bound to be a lack of interest. If the 
Brooklyn club this year bad received the 
amount of space devoted to prize-fighting the 
grounds would have been packed every day.

Among: the high schools interest in the 
contest for the football championship is now 
at its height, and the parks each Saturday 
and Wednesday are the scene of flerce and 

entific battles, accompanied by rooting 
from enthusiastic spectators which would 
put many a university’s yelling band to 
shame. 

It is doubtful if in real benefit to the play- 
ers and purity of ethics the high school sport 
in Cook County does not surpass the foot- 
ball in most of the Western universities, 
even the largest. For among schools where 
the student bodies are so democratic, where 
the teams work hard. for neither social nor 
other reward, except physical benefit and 
glory, certainly the boys who engage in it 
are true sportsmen in the highest sense. It 
would be hard to charge professiona ism ora 
professionalistic tendency to the public 
high school athlete, who oftentimes 
buys most of his own equipment, 
goes faithfully to practice every after- 
ternoon, submits to a course of train- 
ing which in the most successful schools is 


almost as hard as at a university, carefully 


regulates his diet at home according to the 
orders of his trainer, and then plays his 
games in a public park, where every one ts 
welcome to see him without charge. 

This is a state of affairs which would de- 
light the heart of the true sportsman who 
deplores the tendency of the large unlversi- 
tiles toward making athletics a business, 
with their professional coaches, training 
tables, long trips, and exorbitant admission 
charges at their games, and rewards in the 
way of scholarships, society memberships, 
tutorships, etc., which are offered to at- 
tract the attendance and reward the success 
of good athletes. 

One thing which prevents many of the high 
school stars from making a showing on a 
university team is weight. Too often the 
most brilliant players on the prep school 
elevens are light, active fellows who would 
be utterly unable to stand the grueling of a 
heavy varsity team’s rush. So that when a 
high school player of both merit and weight 
appears he is a prize te be doubly desired. 


Twe Promising Youngsters. 

This year there are two men who possess 
both these qualifications and give promise 
of making star university players, as they 
will probably continue their studies after 
graduating from high school. They are 
Hill, who plays center for the Chicago Man- 
ual Training School, and Maxwell, the heavy 
guard of the Englewood High School. 
Maxwell is now playing for his second year, 
but Hill is a newcomer and is showing sur- 
prising form, with promise of great develop- 
ment. He is short for his weight, being 
about five feet eight inches, and weighing 
nearly 200 pounds. Like Captain Speed of 


the University of Chicago, Hill, in ordinary 


clothes, looks fat and awkward, but on the 
football field he shows surprising speed and 
is able to handle himself in his position so as 
to stop center plays, end runs, and bucks at 
the guards and tackles. He plays with ex- 
cellent judgment for a new player, charging 
hard the instant the ball is snapped and man- 
aging to lay himself as a stumbling block 
in the path of every back who assails his 
posi 


tion. 

He is young in years and promises to de- 
velop with training into a player with a com- 
bination of weight, aggressiveness, skill, and 
speed which will make him formidable in any 
company. 

Maxwell, who is well known for his playing 
on the Englewood team as Webster's com- 
panion at guard last year, is even heavier 
than Hill. He has had more experience and 
his position gives him many opportunities to 
advance the ball, in which he excels. He is 
being used this year in guard back plays to 
open up a hole for the man with the ball, and 
has had great success. But in defensive 
playing he can well afford to take a lesson 
in aggressiveness and skill from Hill, as he 
has not the latter’s knack of hitting the legs 
of the man with the ball. 

Deficient in Tackles. 

In tackles the high schools this year seem 
deficient. There are no men who combine the 
qualities necessary to make a good tackle in 
such a degree as to give promise of develop- 
ing inte stars at the position. Northam of 
Hyde Park, Grey and Jenks of Engiewood, 
Prentice of Evanston, men in past years who 
have been invulnerable in their positions, 
breaking up plays on defense like guards and 
carrying the ball like half backs, have no

New Style of Formation Pussies the 
Crimson for Best Part of the First

Mass., Oct. 27.—[Special. ]—

two lines of not less than 800 each; at 8 there 
were at least 5,000 persons in the two lines; 
at 9 each line was more than three-quarters 
of a mile in length. 

Crowds Hear the Author. . 

“ Members of families relieved each other 
in the queues; waiters flew across the 
streets and squares from the neighboring 
restaurants to serve parties who were taking 
their breakfast in the open December air; 
while excited persons offered five or ten dol- 
lars for the mere permission to exchange 
places with other persons standing nearer 


the head of the line. 


Just like a gold rush. But poor Dolby 
was the most unpopular and best-abused 
man in America. ‘ This chap calling him- 
self Dolby got drunk down-town last night, 
and was taken to the police station for fight- 
ing an Irishman.’ That was a sample of the 
Hes that were told about Dolby, whose real 
crime was to have refused advertisements to 
the conductors of the journal in which the 
‘paragraph appeared. 

„As the fever grew Dolby’s task got stil 
more difficult. The speculators used to come 
with mattresses, whisky, and food, and camp 
by his office. One night the crowd actually 
made a bonfire in the street, it was so cold. 
The police interfered, and a general fight took 
place. In the morning when Dolby appeared 
with a portmanteau full of tickets he was 
saluted with, ‘Hullo! Dolby. 80 Charley 
has let you have the carriage, has he, Dolby? 
How is he, Dolby? Don't drop the tickets, 
Dolby! Look alive, Dolby!’ In the midst of 
which he got to business, and concluded, as 
usual, by giving complete dissatisfaction. 


His Manifold Duties. 

„Mr. Dolby had more serious troubles. 
He had to keep a sharp eye on the master 
who talled forth this extraordinary enthu- 
siasm. On the afternoon of his birthday, for 
instance, a friend dropped in and found 
Dickens covered with mustard poultices and 
voiceless. He turned to Dolby and said: 
‘ Burely, Dolby, it is impossible that he can 
read tonight.’ Said Dolby: ‘I have told 
Mr. Dickens so four times today, and I have 
been anxious. But you have no idea how he 
will change when he gets to the little 
table.’

But they killed him, 
and poor Dolby does not seem to have bene- 
fited much by his honorarium.” 


: Dies a Pauper. 

After Mr. Dickens’ death, Dolby set him- 
self up as a toncert and musical agent in 
New Bond street. Fora time he prospered. 
Then he became agent for the late Dr. von 
Biilow’s first tour through the provinces. A 
good deal of money was. made on this tour, 
but Dolby tahed and the profits of the tour 
were not forthcoming. It was always sup- 
posed Dolby speculated with the money with 
the usual results. A scandal followed and 
Dolby soon went from bad to worse. 

Of his later and last days Mr. Labouchere, 
who knew Dolby in his days of prosperity, 
writes in Truth: 

Some of us heard of him in Manchester 
begging from artists as they passed through 
that capital; and’afterwards he went abroad, 
Fecélving, I believe, some small allowance 
from his family down to the time of his death. 
According to the evidence at the inquest, 
Dolby had long ago taken to drink, and re- 
cently was turned out of his lodgings at 
Hammersmith, owing to his dirty habits. 

About a fortnight since he went into Ful- 
ham Workhouse Infirmary, in a penniless, 
emaciated, and unkempt condition; his 
death, according to the verdict of the Coro- 
ner's jury, being due to ‘ bronchitis acceler- 
ated by self-neglect.’ He must have been 
upwards of 70 years of age. The story in the 
evening papers that he was at one time 
owner of Witley Court is a self-evident ab- 
surdity. The court was the property of the 
operatic Lord Dudley, although, of course, 
Dolby might have gone to Witley to consult 
the Earl on business.“ : 

The report that Dolby left $15,000 insurance 
in favor of his son, an artist in Paris, is also 
unconfirmed. 


Cigars Track Criminals. 


ALUABLE clews toward the detec- 
tion of criminals are obtained 


through an examination of cigar 

stubs,“ said the detective. This 

applies to those who smoke cigars, 
the stubs of which they carelessly throw 
away in the street or elsewhere. es 

“If you pick up any stub and examine it 
closely, you will be able to learn something 
as to the personality and social position of 
the man who threw it away. In the case of 
criminals, the first point to be considered is 
the manner in which it was cut off from the 
cigar. Ifa knife or any other instrument was 
used for this purpose, then this instrument 
will doubtless be found on the criminal. It, 
on the other hand, it was bitten off with the 
teeth, a thorough examination of the tip will 
show what kind of teeth were used for this 
purpose. 

“A man with a row of even teeth will 
bite off the end of his cigar squarely and 
evenly, whereas one with jagged, uneven 
teeth will bite it unevenly, and in such a man- 
ner as to leave clearly visible the marks of his 
incisors. By comparing the marks on cigar 
stubs with the teeth of suspected criminals 
prosecuting officers and detectives are able to 
obtain information which they could not pos- 
sibly,obtain any other way.“

OLD FASHION MELODRAMA 
IN BROADWAY, 


; 


New York, Oct. 26—Old fashion melé- 
drama in a Broadway theater. Think of it! 
Given a name which the hoi polioi could 
mouth, with scenery slightly emasculated. 
and gowns of the heroine not quite as elab- 
orate, this play would run on the Bowery 
with success. ‘ 

It starts m France. That would have to 
be changed, but not necessarily. 
matter the play could be rted anywhere. 
It might start from Coney Island or Rock- 
away Beach, for in the first ect there isa 
covered wagon and a gypsy camp. Gypsies 
are numerous at Coney and Rockaway. Not 
at this s@ason, perhaps, but that is of no 


consequence. 

While the of the play is being hatched 
there is-a dark man with a dirk knife in his 
sash belt, and a yellow turban around his 
forehead. He hides behind a support of a 
veranda and listens to the laying of the egg. 
Before he is discovered he gets away and 
gives away the secret. 

It ts so ordained in all plots of melodrama 
that there is a dark man, or a dark woman, 
who lay in wait to hear the plot. And the 
hatchers of the plot never hatch in secret. 
They are always as open and bold about it 
as a street huckster in summer. No wonder, 
somebody hears of the scheme. The wonder 
is that the plot is kept in the dark long 
enough to last through the four remaining 
acts, for all melodramas have five acts. 

The heroine is one of a family of blood. 
She has two lovers. One is an English spy. 
The other is—a Chevalyae. It is spelled 
Chevalier on the bills, but in melodrama it 
is always Chevalyae. The Chevalyae in the 
beginning of a melodrama always has the 
first inning. And in this play he gets the 
‘girl, although she has married the spy. Of 
course he does not get her on the level.” 
That would not be melodrama. He has the 
English spy arrested. That is ‘easy, of 
course. If it were intricate it wouldn't be 
melodrama. That is the one redeeming thing 
about all melodramas. The man or woman 
who sees one always says: “I could have 
done that myself.“ 

All the foregoing is worked out in the sec- 
ond act, plus the plan of the Chevalyea to 
carry away the heroine and her mother to 
another country. It isn’t every Chevalyae 
who would have done that. Take the Che- 
valyae of our country, for example. He 
would have left his prospective mother - in- 
law behind. But in this case she goes with 
the daughter. 4 

Then comes the third act. It is thrilling. 
In some melodramas all the acts are thrill- 
ing. But in this ohe the audience is kept 
guessing through two acts. 

In this act the Chevalyae and his girl and 
her mother escape ona ship, Nothing is let᷑t 
to the imagination. There is a sure enough 
ship on the stage. The ship is bound fora 
new country, but it is in a new country; or it 
was a new country when the ship started. 
And the date of the launch of this particular 
play was 1700 and something. 

The English spy escapes before the ship 
gets away. This is easy. It has to be so 
in melodrama. He boards the ship. Then 
it comeg out in the play that the English 
spy had been on the ship before and knows 
all about it. This is a little intricate, and 
for the time being the audience thinks may- 
be that it isn’t a melodrama it is seeing. 
But it comes out all right. The English 
spy captures the Chevalyae. He gets all 
the Chevalyae’s papers and passbook, and 
diary and clothes. Then he takes command 
of the ship under the Chavalyae’s name 
and sails it to Quebec. 

In act IV. the spy, a.Chevalyae, with 
orders from the King, sends the Chevalyae 
to the donjon. [In this country dungeon. 
In melodrama, donjon]. This is a sure 
enough donjon, on the stage. All the light 
are turned down. The dynamo goes on a 
strike for a few minutes, : 

The last act is so manipulated that the 
Chevalyae gets out of the donjon. The spy 
tries pretty hard to prevent this but fails. 
Thus is villainy its own executioner. After 
the Chevalyae escapes he confronts the spy 
and there is where your good, old-fashion, 
three-ply melodrama is the best ever. The 
two men have & regular rumpus and set-to. 
The heroine raises and throws her arms and 
strikes the stagiest sort of poses. The spy 
gets the worst of it and he is thrown into the 
donjon himself to see how he likes it. The 
same in which he flung the Chevalyae. But 
he, too, gets out, and just as the Chevalyae 
is about to make the heroine say yes to his 
“ Will-you-deny-me,” she, by a stage con- 
trivance familiar in all mielodramas, er 
plodes a mine.

JUDGE DUNNE SAYS HOBOS’ CUS- 
TOM 18 NO CRIME.’ 


Frees from Bridewell Two Prison ers 
Fined for “ Chasing the Growler "— 
Police Make Arrests Almost Daily— 


Declare It Boys’ First Step Toward 


Crime—Their Views of the Ruling— 
> Lawyer Calls Habit an American In- 
stitution. He 


Judge Dunne has made a ruling that will 
be of vital intefest to a large class of Chicago 
citizens. He has decided that ‘‘ rushing the 
can is not a crime. ‘“‘ Rushing the can,“ 
or, as it is known on the North Side, chasin’ 
de growler,“ has long been frowned on by 
the police, who arrest the chaser on 
sight. They declare it is the boy’s first step 
teward crime. 

The decision which rehabilitates this cus- 

tom and places it on an equal footing with 
going out between the acts and other recog- 
nized traits of American life, was rendered 
in the habeas corpus case of Charles Hatch 
and William Connors. Justice Sabath sent 
them to the bridewell for can rushing ”’ 
and Judge Dunne released them on Friday, 
declaring they had committed no crime. 
The Judge held that drinking beer from a 
can was not a violation of any law and'did 
not come under the disorderly section of 
the city ordinances. In the eyes of the law 
it is simply a matter of taste whether a 
man drinks from a tomato can or cut glass 
goblet. 
The ruling caused dismay among the police 
and joy among the hobos.“ Thousands 
of arrests are made every year by the police 
in all parts of the city for beer drinking 
and thousands of dollars in fines have been 
imposed and many have served long terms 
in the workhouse through their inability to 
pay the fines imposed. * 

“The decision will be a great hindrance 
to the police, Captain Wheeler of the 
Maxwell Street Station. Those beer- 
drinking bouts in alleys and public places 
have sent more American boys to the pen- 
itentiary than anything else. Many murders 
have been their direct result and crimes of 
all sorts have been traced to the same thing.”’ 

Say, that man Dunne’s all righk.“ de- 
clared Michael Rafferty of no fixed habita- 
tion. ‘* The police is gettin’ too gay pinchin’ 
a man what wants a quiet drink away from 
the demoralizing influence of de saloon. But 
say. won't de barkeeps be sore.”’ 

Beer drinking in the streets and alleys 
not a crime?” said Inspector Shea. Well, 
that's new to me. The habit is the source of 
many evils and I hope we can find a way 
around the decision for the sake of peace in 
the city. The greatest evil attached to can 
rushing’ is the opportunities offered the 
small and innocent boy. Almost every day 
children are caught drinking with older per- 
sons without the knowledge of their parents. 
I could sit and recite the evils of ‘ can rush- 
ing’ for days, but I guess there is not a citi- 
zen in this city who is not as familiar with 
them as myself or any police official. The 
ordinance is broad, very broad, in fact, and 
I believe that this offense comes under the 
section known as 1287 of the Municipal 

ode.“ 

What's that—I can’t run a man in for 
rushing the growler?“ asked Policeman 
Hannigan, who guards the former domain 
of Captain Streeter on the lake shore. 
“Since when? Well, if that's the law I will 
have to go back to a beat, for I have done 
little else for six years. But if they let the 
‘bums’ ‘rush the can here next summer 
there will be a fight every minute.“ 

I'm glad that decision didn’t come last 
June,” said August Heberlin, a North Side 


Paloonkeeper, “for if it had I would have 


had to put in another bartender to fill the 
cans. First-class saloons don't like a can 
trade.” 

The original legal champion of “ can rush 
ing was Attorney Haleck. Several months 
ago he declared in the Maxwell street police 


,court that it not only was not a crime but 


was an American institution. The attorney 
said that beer drinking from pails originat 
in America and was unknown in other coun- 
tries. He defied the police to produce any 
law which prohibited it, but his client was 
fined for disorderly conduct. * 
Attorney William Kelley, who with Attor- 
ney John O'Connor brought the habeas 
proceedings for Hatch and Connors,

In the nasal indices, which are secured by 
measuring the length and width of the nose 
and securing the ratio, the result is as ob- 
servation predicts.

Testing Steadiness of Nerves.

I made careful observations of the relative 
development of various portions of the 
head.

Important Psychological Tests. 


‘supplying an obvious defect in the study of 
the .criminal. The functioning of the indi- 
vidual. has never been tested, although this 
is the vital problem. There are many fac- 
ulties and emotions which psychology can- 
not yet measure, but there are others in 
which the results obtainab!e are trust- 
‘worthy. Too much of our data regarding the 
criminal is based upon indiscriminate obser- 
vation. It the criminal class is educated, 
tests can be made and the result given in 
percentages, rather than rely upon the 
criminal’s statement. Tests of reading and 
writing, memory, reason, imagination, men- 
tal capacity, association of ideas, etc., can be 
given, and then carefully standardized. If 
the criminais refuse to take them they can 
be classed with the unknown, and this is 
pever misleading. .If the criminal has a de- 
fective memory, limited mental capacity, 
and but little reason or imagination,’ but 
much vanity; if his senses are defective or 
ais nervous reactions or his’ moral 
sense weak, let us determine the degree and 
zee of what vaiue these are in causing crime.

Tests of Color Blindness. 
Sight—Color blindness was tested in muc 
the same way as in railway tests. The — 
ject is required to match shades of wools 
from the midst of a large assortment. Most 
of the negroes had had but little experience 


‘with colors. but none of them was color 


blind. In my measurements of over 200 
women I have found no cases of color blind- 
ness. There were often errors in the d!m- 
cult blue and green shades. Often they 


would say: This doesn't suit me but it's 
the best dere,“ which: indicated they were 
conscious defects. Their mistakes were 


often due to the fact that they are untrained 
in color matching. 
Color preterence requires the use of the 


ere. but was taken also for its social value. 


Cards bearing strips of silk of various hues 
were spread out before the subject and she 


was asked to select the color she preferred. 


She was given a first and second choice. 
Among white criminals this test was given 
to determine if they preferred brighter col- 
ors. Out of 18 different. colors submitted, 
the following is the result for the negrees:

Comparison of Eyes. 

Tests in reading are given to determine de- 
fects and in order to compare the two eyes. 
Printed letters of various sizes are given 
them to read. One eye is rendered useless by 
a pair of glasses one side of which is covered 
with cardboard. The results from all the 
negro criminals measured show twenty-eight 
so illiterate that they could not read or draw 
the letters. Twenty-one no de- 
fects and three pos defects which were 
propery the defects the

Where marked defects existed the cause was 
ascertained as nearly as possible. It was 
sometimes due to congenital causes and oft- 
en to social causes, as to injuries received 
during fights, or to diseases contracted. 

Hearing—The first test is taken with a 
small instrument called a Galton whistle. 
This gives the capacity for discriminating a 
high pitch. This instrument is so arranged 
that the amount of air which escapes when 
the bulb is pressed is registered in centi- 
meters and miliimeters. The amount of air 
makes the whistle either distinct or gives it 
the sound of air. The subject is required to 
state when the air changes into a whistle— 
that is, when there is a distinct whistle. The 
test is given by starting at a point where only 
air is heard and gradually increasing until 
the subject discerns a Whistle. Thien it is 
started at a point where the whistle is clear 
and the tube closed until the subject hears 
only air. The point at which she discerns the

tion. The first’ method is distinguished as 
up the scale, the second as down, and the re- 
sults show the negroes’ average is 3.2 mm:

These 
results compare favorably with Northern 
criminals. Immoral women average 3.5 up 
and 3.7 down. The average for white stu- 
dents is 2.4 up and 2.1 down. 


Defects in Hearing. 

In addition to this test one for the purpose 
of obtaining the defects for the hearing of 
each ear is given. The subject closes her 
eyes, and one ear is filled with cotton. A 
watch is then held close to the open ear, 
where it can be distinctly heard. It is then 


‘moved slowly outward, the subject giving 


her judgment at short intervals as to 
whether she hears it. The point at which the 
sound disappears is considered the test of her 
capacity. Then the watch is started from a 
point where she cannot hear it and moved 
gradually inward. The point where she first 
hears it is taken. There is little chance for 
deception in this test, for a keen observer 
can vary the position of the watch so he can 
determine if the judgments are accurate. 
In one or two instances where I found the 
judgments continued erroneous—in the one 
ease through inability to concentrate, as 
other tests proved, and in the other because 
of an excessive vanity to surpass all the 
other subjects—the tests were thrown out 
after repeated efforts to secure trustworthy 
results. Results show that for offenders 
against property a watch can be heard at 
7.2 feet going outward and 6.9 coming in, for 
the right ear; left, 6 out and 6.9 in. For of- 
fenders against person there is less range, 
being, right, 5.7 out, 5.9 in; left, 5.6 out and 
5.5 in. In most of the tests there are only 
slight differences between these two classes 
of offenders, and they are presented sepa- 
rately where influential variations exist. 
The negroes show a keener sense of hear- 
ing than any class’ previously measured. 
For white criminals the results are, right, 
out 4 feet, in 3.9 feet; left, out, 3.5 feet; in, 
5.2 feet. The hearing of the right ear in 
negroes is superior. There was only one 
who could not hear at a greater distance 
than two feet, while these defects were com- 
mon among the white criminals. There 
were few injuries affecting the hearing, and 
quite a marked absence of such diseases as 
catarrh. These were important among the 
causes of defective hearing in the North. 


Sensibility of Skin. 


The tests for touch were four in number. 
The first one given was for determining the 
sensibility of the skin. The accompanying 


strument is made so that the two points ean 
be moved apart any desired distance. and the 
rod upon which they are placed registers the 
number of millimeters. These are placed 
upon the skin evenly, and not to cause pain, 
and the subject is required to state whether 
@he feels the two points or only one. Her eyes 
are closed, so she is dependent upon feeling 
alone. The pointe are placed sufficiently far 
part so that the two can be clearly felt. 
As the points are pushed together it is more 
difficult, and it seems like only one impres- 
sion. If the test is started at 30 mm. ten 
tests are made. If the subject is accurate it 
is reduced to 28, and ten more impressions 
made. This procedure is followed until the 
subject becomes inaccurate. 

Although two impressions are made each 
time, the subject does not know beforehand 
that this is the method, and is led to believe 
that it varies with one. The results are 
verified by starting at a point where the two 
points are not distinguishable and working 
upward. This test requires close observa- 
tion and verification of the psychologist, in 
order that fatigue of the subject may be 
avoided and guesswork excluded. The re- 
sults show the same for both forearms, 28 
mm. The most obtuse sensibility found was 
at 42 mm; the best at 16mm. In two cases 
the test was not possible because of de- 
fective concentration. The average for 
Northern white criminals is higher, being 
right 24 and left 23. The immoral whites 
show an average similar to the negroes. 
The white students’ average is about 16 mm. 
This is the first test where the negroes 
have fallen below the averages of the white 
women in workhouses. The workhouse in- 
mates are immoral and have degenerate 
habits rather than that they belong to the 
‘active criminal class. The attention of the 
negroes is fair, as shown in this test, but 
they fatigue easily, as do the workhouse 
inmates. 

The second test is that for muscle sense 
to weight. Small wooden bottles of uniform 
size and appearance are filled with shot. 
There are two standard bottles weighin 
100 grams each. All of the others are grad 
with one gram difference. Thus. the first 
weighs 99. the second 98. etc. The subject 
takes one in each hand. one the standard 
and the other 09. and balancing them, is re- 
quired to state which is the heavier. This 
process ts continued until a point is reached 
where, after many retrials, the subject can 
accurately determine the difference. Thus, 
the difference between 100 and 88 or 97 is 
so small that most subjects cannot tell which 
is the heavier bottle. But when the differ- 
ence is ten grams, as between 100 and 90, 
they feel a difference. The average for the 
negro criminal is 89, a difference of 11 grams,

Describing Their Feelings. 

The last test in the series for touch was 
given in this way: Small strips of various 
cloths were given the subjects and they 
were to describe them thro feeling them 
with th fingers, the ey being closed. 
There were five wools, camelshair, alpaca, 
cashmere, flannel, and broadcloth, four cot- 
tons, muslin, gingham, calico, and cambric, 
and samples of silks, satins, and veivets

centage of error was only 13, and more 
than two-thirds were correctly named. Of- 
fenders against person show 18 per cent er- 
rors in wools, 26 per cent in cottons, and 16 
per cent in silks and velvets. 

There was hut Uttle difference in the nam- 
ing of the fabrics, as compared with the 
offénders against property. The sensibility 
of property offenders is better in wools and 
velvets, and person offenders better in cot- 
tons. Offenders against property come 
more largely from the cities and are fa- 
riliar with a greater variety of fabrics. 
If the property offenders among negroes 
comprised high-grade and or lar- 
cenies, as shoplifting, swindling, and petty 
thefts in institutions, there would undoubt- 
edly be a fine touch discrimination shown by 
these criminals, as against offenses against 
person, which do not involve fine methods 
or skill. Cotton goods were often mis- 
taken for silks or wools. In some instances, 
where the women were field hands, the 
hands were so hard from work that they 
did not know when a light piece of silk was 
placed across the palm. I had to place it 
near the finger tips to have them take hold 
of it. This is an extreme case, which shows 
the extent to which labor affects the sensi- 
bility in the fingers and hands. 


Sensibility to Smell. 

Sensibility to smell is secured by giving the 
subject carefully graded solutions, which she 
{a to name. Bay rum. camphor, and cloves are 
used, there being four different solutions, va- 
rying in strength. The weakest are given 
first, the strongest last, and the judgment 
for each one is taken. Contrary to all pre- 
viously stated theories, the negroes and 
white criminals are inferior to the students. 
Theories have been advanced that the crim- 
inal ts allied to savage races and that savage 
races have the senses better developed. 
They are more dependent upon the physical 
self for livelihood, and it is only with a 
high development of mental facilities that 
these become weakened. My conclusion is 
the contrary, that education and culture lead 
to make the sensibilities to smell and taste 
more acute, and to increase the sensitiveness 
to general odors. Thus one of refinement and 
culture could not endure the odors of districts 
where many criminals live. The negroes 
show 56 per cent of errors in smell, less than 
ene-half of the judgments being correct. 
White criminals and immoral women show 
about 75 per cent of errors, and white stu- 
dents 47 per cent. Camphor is judged cor- 
rectly more times than the other odors. 
When the odor could not be named I accept- 
ed their use and relation as correct. 

Some of the replies were interesting. Some- 
times camphor appeared in the guise of corn 
whisky, bay rum received the name of many 
flowers which its odor suggested, as well as 
those of sourand other kinds of apples. Every 
spice known, even ginger, was substituted 
for cloves. While the percentage of errors 
was large there were but few who claimed no 
odors existed. The odor seemed in most 
cases apparent, but it was not possible 
relate it. There was an absence of such dis- 
eases as catarrh and congestion, which were 
so prevalent among Northern whites, and 
which lessened the sensibility to odors. 


Lacking in Taste. 

The last test in the series for the senses 18 
taste. Solutions of sweet, salt, bittér, and 
sour were used. A drop of each was placed 
upon the end and the sides of the tongue with 
a camel's hair brush, and the subject was re- 
quired to state which of the four it was. 
A 500 per cent solution of sweet, salt, 
and bitter, and a 500 and 1,000 per cent solu- 
tion of sour were used. The number of errors 
for the negroes was 38 per cent, immoral 
whites, 55 per cent; and white criminals, 38 
per cent. e different areas of the tongue 
differ for the various tastes. Among the 
students the end of the tongue was more sen- 
sitive to bitter, sweet, and sour. For the 
white criminals the end was more sensitive 
to salt. Among the negroes, offenders against 
person show the end of the tongue more 
sensitive to sweet, salt, and sour, and the left 
side to bitter. Offenders against property 
show the end more sensitive to bitter and 
sour; while for sweet the average is the same 
on all sides. Bitter and salt were most easily 
tasted and the greatest errors were in sour. 
Defects in taste are influenced by the use of 
alcohol, tobacco, snuff, etc. The kind and 
quality of food used must tend, as among 
whites, to prevent fine discriminations in 
taste. 

So far as the physical senses go the defects 
are not more marked than among Northern 
criminals. In only the sensibility of the skin 
are they Inferior to the white criminal class. 
There are great discrepancies between white 
students and negro criminals, but these also 
exist between the students and white crimi- 
nals. The results show that the negroes are 

not so defective as to prevent successful func- 
tioning, and that these defects do not amount 
to those required for the degeneration stamp. 
Defects in color tests, in reading, smell, 
taste, and in touch involve in their explana- 
tion the consideration of social factors, such 
as education, training, and culture. Whether 
these differences are to be explained th 

the different influences surrounding the 
criminal and student must be proved by fur- 
ther investigations. Measurements of negro

faculties. These include memory, associa- 
tion of ideas, assortment, fatigue, and pre- 
cision tests, Quality, and nerve tests. Satis-

ability and slowness in forming figures !es- 
sens the average for both negro and white 
criminals, and it is preferable to have the 
subjects repeat the numerals and letters and 
to have them written by the psychologist or 
by an assistant. The negroes do not give up 
quite as easily as the white criminals and are 
less impatient. The whites often gave up the 
test rather than do the difficult task. The 
students’ average is: For numerals, eight; 
for letters, seven. 


Co-operation of Mind and Body. 

Card assortment is given for determining 
the accuracy with which mind and body co- 
operate. The subject is required to sort 
thirty-two cards. Upon these are small 
colored disks, eight each of red, blue, green, 
and yellow. She is required to sort these 
into boxes bearing similar colors, putting 
all the blues in one box, the reds in another, 
etc. She is asked to do it as rapidly as possi- 
ble and the time required and number of 
errors are recorded. Then she is required 
to take thirty-two cards having geometrical 
square, circle, triangle, and hex- 
agon—and to sort them into separate boxes. 
For offenders against person the time re- 
quired for colors was 57.7 seconds, while the 
average number of errors was .7—less than 
one each. The greatest length of time re- 
quired was 90 seconds, the shortest 26 sec- 
onde, and the greatest number of errors 
was 5. The average time for the assortment 
of the forms was 60 seconds and average 
error .8. The maximum amount of time re- 
quired for any one person was 105 seconds. 
For offenders against property the time was 
less in colors, being 51.5 seconds, and aver- 
age error .2. For forme it was slightly 
greater, being 60.7; average error, 9. The 
greatest length of time required in colors 
was 70 seconds and in forms 150 seconds. 
The average for white students is much bet- 
ter in time and errors. The geometrical 
forms proved more difficult than the colors, 

with which they were more familiar. 


Association of Ideas. 

The association of idea tests are taken as 
follows: They comprise three series. In the 
first series different words of an abstract 
nature are given, as habits, value. The sub- 
ject is required to give her thought for one 
minute. She is required to give it whether 
suggested by the word given or not. One 
word is put down for each idea, and she is at 
liberty to think of anything she wishes. The 
words used for this series were religion, 
work, habit, punishment, marriage, value. 
In the second series she is required to give as 
many thoughts as possible upon one subject. 
This is constrained association, while the 
first is free. The subjects used were: Name 
all che birds you know and give the causes of 
fire, a minute being allowed. The third was 
a test of the sense associations. 

Thus for sound a whistle was blown, for 
sight a color was shown, for touch a pin- 
prick, for taste quinine, for smell ammonia. 
These stimuli were given and the subject re- 
quested to write her thought. The result de- 
termined the extent of the sense association. 
With the negroes only the kind and quality 
of the associations can be compared. The 
rate is not comparable because often they 
could not write well enough and repeated 
their thought while I wroteit. This gives 
them a better rate than where they were de- 
layed by questions of construction and spell- 
ing. This test requires more intelligence 
than any other, and it is difficult to get uned- 
ucated people to express thought in isolated 
words rather than in sentences. By this test 
tendencies to idiocy and feeblemindedness. 
are easily shown through the disconnected 
nature of the associations. These associa- 
tions are, first, of two kinds. They consist 
of connected thought or scenes and of iso- 
lated objects. The first characterizes tha 
associations of educated persons, the latter 
of those having unorganized thought. Illus- 
trations are for marriage, home, husband, 
dreatment, thought, careful. This means 
subject had a home and husband, and re- 
ceived better treatment than in prison, and 
would not be here if she had thought more of 
it and had been careful. 

There is connected thought throughout. It 
often extends over a larger range of subjects. 
In unorganized thought there will be such 
words as house, tree, hand inserted which 
are caught up at random and have no rela- 
tion to the thought. Sometimes one thought 
will grow out of another or go back to the 
word given. Thus, sour may suggest a 
lemon, and that the subject likes lemons and 
had some at a party where she had a good 
time. Or lemons may suggest sour, and she 
will name all the things it is used for. In the 
former the idea of lemon is lost when the 
good time idea comes; in the latter it persists. 
This is an individual characteristic. Lastly, 
association of ideas reveals the quality of 
thought. It may show morality, altruism, 
honesty, education, or the reverse. Thus, 
under habits, criminals usually name such 
as drinking, fighting, snuff, etc., while a stu- 
dent never includes these. Things upper- 
most in thought usually come out in these as- 
sociations, as there is but little time for dis- 
crimination. 


Show Unorganized Thought. 

Under the method given the negroes where 
I did the writing, the negroes’ average num- 
ber of associations would reach about four- 
teen per minute, whieh is a goodrate. Their 
associations show unorganized thought, and 
are restricted to a narrow sphere. This lat- 
ter is due to the fact that as prisoners their 
thought is upon their condition, and many 
who have been confined for years have but 
little varied experience to draw upon. Re- 
Mgion a:most invariab:y suggested the 
church. Out of this grew a memory of its so- 
cial life, or thoughts regarding God, prayer, 
and their release. Marriage usualiy revealed 
conditions in domestic life, or ideas about it. 
Work called forth an enumeration of the 
kinds they knew or did, and formed the 
basis for good judgment regarding economic 
conditions. For habite they named all they 
knew, and punishment brought forth good 
ideas regarding the forms and their thought 
about it. 

The quality of the ideas is inferior in many 
ways, and rarely involves complicated 
thought, and never relates to abstract 
knowledge, as about books, plays, etc. It is 
all within the range of their own experience 
or in their superstitions. In constrained ideas 
upon birds and fire they thought less rapid. y 
than the whites. White crimina!s I found 
thought faster upon definite subjects. The 
reason is found in the fact that the negroes’ 
knowle is so limited, and so without vari- 
ation. orthern white crimina!s of the 
most ignorant class know that electricity 
and explosives, etc., cause fire, but many 
negroes have not this knowledge definitely 
within consciousness. 

In the stimuii for the sense associations the 
fokoWing is true for both negro and white 
criminals. The visua: memory is the 
strongest, auditory next. gustatory, tactual, 
and ofactory foiowing. This is found in 
this way: If a red color is shown. and all 
the other colors are named, this shows a 
strong visual memory. If the subject names 
two colors and then says rainbow, rain, and 
thunder, this last is a break in the visual 
memory because thunder is auditory. Thus, 
if a whistle is blown, and the subject says 
— oy or auditory still per-

The results show that the negroes are in 
this test inferior to Northern white crim- 
inals. In range this is in part due to their 
restricted experience and opportunity. The 
white criminals have had more education 
and greater opportunities, and their experi- 
ence in the cities has been wide and varied. 
The association of both negroes whites 
reveals simi.ar standards in the mental and 
moral attitudes. 


| Capacity for Sustained Effort. 


The fatigue test is given to determine the 
capacity for sustained effort. A pair of 
scales is suspended. The subject places her 
forefinger upon them, : 
and at a given signal 
is required to pull it 
down as far as possi- 
ble, the amount of the 
pull being registered 
in pounds and ounces 
upon the dial. The

maximum pull was 7.6 pounds and the mini- 
mum 5.2, the amount of fatigue being equal 
to 2.4 pounds. This decrease is the same 
for white criminals,“ and is 1 pound for 
white students.. The student seems more 
capable of sustained effort. There is one 
peculiarity of the ‘criminal which throws 
light upon this. All criminals exhaust their 
energy in the first pull. They send the scale 
up with a jerk, and consequently cannot 
hold it so long. The student ‘sends it up 
more slowly and evenly. Untrained, unedu- 
cated persons perform much of their la 
and indulge in their amusements in muc 
the same way. Bursts of energy and inter- 
est are the rule. ’ 

A quality test, similar to that given North- 
ern criminals, was attempted. The result 
was a failure, but the faflure is a significant 
one. The foNowing list of words was given: 
Principle, honor, truth, justice, riggt, ambi- 
tion, courage, pride, purity, nobility, sym- 
pthy, love, friendship, virtue, sincerity, and 
patience. From this list they were asked 
to select five which they desired to possess 
for themselves or for their friends. Al- 
though the words were carefully explaihed, 
they were not intelligible to many of the 
negroes. They were qualities representing 
a field not consciously within their experi- 
ence. Love and friendship, truth and sym- 
pathy, they had crude conceptions of, but 
their conception of the others precluded any 
use of the results. In a few instances all 
of the words were understood. The failure 
in the test revealed beyond question a most 
defective training in morals or ideals. 
This statement is most cofclusively proved 
by the social factors given in the last article. 

The precision test, which shows the co- 


ordination between hand and eye, was given 
by placing the subject in front of a disk sim- 
ilar to that fn the illustration. In regular 
rythm she was required to strike the disk as 
nearly the center as possible, ten times with 
a pencil. After each stroke the pencil was 
brought back to the shoulder. The results 
show the negro not more defective than the 


Whites. (A.) This test shows neurotic con- 
ditions, as in illustration B. 

The conclusions from these tests are: That 
the criminal classes are markedly inferior 
to students, and that the negroes are inferior 
to the white criminals. These tests depend 
for their efficiency more upon education and 
culture, and vary with the degree of train- 
ing. More than any others they support the 
theory that differences between criminals 
and normals involve consideration of envir- 
onment. There are not such defects as show 
idiocy or degeneracy so much as they re- 
veal undeveloped or diverted capacities. As 
sociation of ideas particularly reveals an 
erroneous and deficient perspective, and the 
failure of the quality test shows a narrow 
view of the horizon. It is well worth at- 
tempting to secure b@ter social stimuli, to 
which this functioning may respond. The 
facility with which the subjects compre- 
hended what was required in the tests is an

By Aid of Kymograph. 

There are two tests remaining for which 

the kymograph is used. These are curves 
showing the nervous conditions and control. 
and curves showing reactions to emotional 
stimuli. These conclude the tests which t. 
gether give a survey of the individual, struct- 
urally, mentally, of the physical senses and 
emotionally. 
The use of the kymograph in securing 
tracings of nervous conditions is shown in 
the illustration. The base of the kymograph 
marked A contains a clockwork which re- 
volves the drum B, which is attached to it. 
Upon this drum ts placed a sheet of smoked 
paper, and the subject is required to hold a 
sharpened quill against this while it revolvea. 
The straightness of the line drawn shows the 
steadiness of the nerves. A shows a curve 
representing good control of the nerves. 
B, ane in which it is not so good, and C shows 
the curve of a woman having . This

LEARN BY OBSERVATION. 

They learn about that which is nearest 
them. Suppose they are building a house in 
the first grade. Questions arise as to ma- 
terial and then the teacher is delighted at the 
opportunity to have the scholars learn about 
different commodities. The children in all 
probability will visit a brick yard or saw- 
mill upon the spot. The present is the 
time,“ they sag, and no teacher at the Chi- 
cago Institute scruples to arise at any mo- 
ment, put on the children’s coats and hats, 
and escort them toa place where lessons may 
be made more clear than she or her pictures 
can make them. 

Necessarily there can be no unchangeable 
program at an institution where such pro- 
ceedings are rather the common thing than 
otherwise. Else there would be an uproar 
when a teacher waited for a class, only to 
discover that another had taken her pupils 
off for the day on a mission connected with 
another work. On the contrary, all lessons 
are held when the pupils’ minds seem most 
ready for the particular subject. There are 
certain topics which have the right of 
precedence over others at certain times, but 
they are given up readily whenever it seems 
desirable. 

One visitor of the old school would have 
saved her nerves and behind-the-times no- 
tions a severe shock had she known of this 
custom. For these underwent a decided up- 
heaval when she heard a teacher tell the 
members of the pedagogic class that she had 
been in the room when the last recitation 
was under way. It is too bad to leave so 
interesting a discussion,’’ she had said. so 
we shall just continue it during this period.“ 

There is one time, however, during which 
the whole school must assemble on the min- 
ute if they are in the building. This is when 
the morning exercises are held. These, too, 
are different in at least one respect from 
those which the pupils of other schools are 
accustomed to. They are in the middle of 
the morning instead of opening the sessions, 
as was the old rule. Every one takes part 
in these exercises and they are looked upon 


as the feature of the day. Each morning 


there is a special topic assigned and each 
one, pupil and teacher, does what he consid- 
ers will be of assistance in making the pro- 
gram a success. This is a spirited time, for 
every one is so eager to get in his contribu- 
tion that there is no time for lethargy. Only 
a limited time is set apart for the exercises, 
so one must speak quickly to speak at all. 
Songs are a part of the exercises, and the 
Colonel inv&riably has something to say to 
interest the older students and the young- 
sters alike. A visitor might be somewhat 
startled at the ardor with which the response 
to the President’s call for the motto and 
“big word” are met. Everything to help 
and nothing to binder!“ they shout, and 
every one joins to make R-e-s-p-0-n-s-!- 
b-I-IA-t- y' an enthusiastic cry which 
reaches the roof.

READING AND WRITING. 
Reading and writing are the most interest- 


ing lessons which a visitor may witness. 
Miss Fleming says that these subjects can 
be taught without all the dreary hours which 
they have hitherto been accorded. The es- 
sence of the new way is that they can be 
learned as readily and in the same way that 
a child learns to talk. He talks because he 
has a thought which he wants to give an- 
other, or because he wants to learn about 
something himself. Accordingly he is fur- 
nished with stimuli that will encourage him 
to use reading and writing toward this end. 
He reads what he really wants to know and 
writes what he wants another to read. A 
new word is impressed upon his mind in 
every way possible. He sees it, writes it, 
pronounces it, draws it, if possible, and, in 
short, brings all his senses to bear upon it. 
All during the lesson and until he has it 
firmly fixed in his vocabulary he refers to his 
addition in an unaccustomed way. If this 
word should be “nail,” for instance, the 
child probably would be familiar with its 
sound and appearance, but not with the 
action required to write it, nor with its ap- 
pearance as a written word. So he would go 
to the board and write “ nail every time he 
wished to use the word. If he were building 
a house in the manual training-room he 
would soon gain a familiarity with the nails 
in a new aspect.

to measure the capabilities of his pupils is in 
the planning of moving vans, which each 
pupil is to submit to him. The idea of this 
exercise came to Professor Meyer as he 
walked along the street one day. A loaded 
van broke down in the middle of the street. 
Evidently ft had not been planned correcty, 
so he is going to make sure that if the 
responsibility of building such a van ever 
falls upon the shoulders of any of his pupils, 
no such disaster will befall the occupants of 
the vehicle. 


ATTEMPT CORRELATION. 

To the uninitiated these exercises might 
not seem strictly mathematics, but they are 
in full accordance with that study in the 
institute.

The 
male alligator caught the reflection of his 
own image in this glass and with a furious 
bellow he plunged at it and shivered the 
costly mirror to fragments.

Miss 
Savanah says that she threw pitchers, wash 
bowls, glass tumblers, and boxes of matches 
into the monster’s open mouth and he would 
crush and swallow such things as if they 
were delicacies that tickled his palate. 

While the smaller of the two creatures 
was overturning the stove and destroying the 
antchen furniture the other remained in the 
parlor terrorizing thetwo women. He would 
doubtless finally have succeeded in overturn- 
ing the bed if Miss Savanah had not adopted 
a plan of battle which put an end to the exist- 
ence to the two terrors. Her brother’s gun 
was hanging against the wall on the oppcsite 
side of the room. She determinéd te take 


advantage of the first opportunity and get 


hold of the weapon. Her mother tried to 
dissuade her from such a desperate venture, 
but the moment that the big saurian left che 
room she sprang out on the carpet and ran 
after the gun. The alMgator heard her steps 
and he pursued her to the bed, snapping’ his 
hideous jaws and making a neise that would 
have paralyzed a less courageous girl.

his head. She pumped a few more shots into 
his body behind his forelegs and it was not 
long before he rolled over lifeless. The female 
came crawling into the room. 

Savanah sent a hot bullet into its body. 
The furious animal turned and ran straight 
towards the bed with wide-open jaws, and, 
furious with pain and rage, she got her fore- 
feet on the bed, and the women were now 
worse frightened than before. The horri- 
ble jaws of the maddened creature were 
close to their bodies.

A good part of it was built by 
private individuals, who collected toll from 
the persons who passed over it. Then the 
tollgates fell into disuse and Brown County 
took up the work of continuing the pike to 
Nashville. But the bottom of the Brown 
County Treasury was reached in a short time 
and there was still a big gap left in the road. 
Then Columbus, that has ever had an eye on 
the Brown County trade, came to the rescue 
and raised enough money to complete the 
pike. The pike is a smooth hard road all the

OBJECTED TO THE PIKE. 
The only trouble with the pike is that old- 
time residents along the road have moved 


brought too much trayel past their doors, 
and they disliked the noise and excitement 
that came with the passing of ten or a dozen 
wagons and buggies past their door every 
day, so they moved.

It is an old jail, and is built of three walls, 
and down in Brown County they point to it 
as an architectural wonder. The jail has 
three walls. In the outer and the inner walls 
the twelve-inch logs are laid crosswise, in 
the customary manner of buildings made of 
logs, but the wall that is built in the middle 
of the other two is made of logs standing 
upright. The idea is that, while it might be

It was in the dead of winter, and even the 
three walls of the old jail did not suffice to 
keep the prisoners sufficiently warm and 
comfortable at night. So the prisoners held 
a mass-meeting and decided to strike. They 
declared it was too cold in the jail at night, 
and while they had no objection to remaining 
there in the day time they would not stay 
there at night. The Sheriff saw they meant 
what they said and so he decided to keep the 
prisoners in the jail at day time, as the law 
directed. At evening he would take them 
over to the hotel and let them sleep there, 
returning to the jail every morning. 

This plan worked successfully. The pris- 
oners would march over to the hotel every 
night, and in the morning the “ Sheriff” 
would halloo across from the courthouse: 
‘Kem on now, you boys, kem back ter jail,” 
and the prisoners would thereupon return 
to their prison. If the Sheriff lingered long- 
er at his house in the morning than the pris- 
oners thought he ought to they would leave 
the hotel and go over to the Sheriff's house 
after him. 

One morning when the Sheriff was sick 
and did not want to go to the jail the prison- 
ers borrowed the keys and went over to the 


jail and locked themselves in and then threw. 


the keys out between the window bars. 

The historic event to which reference has 
been made came about in this manner. The 
Sheriff went to Columbus one day and could 
not return to Nashville owing to the deep 
snow. He had the keys of the jail with him 
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and so no one could get the prisoners out and 
take them over to the hotel. The three con- 
victs sat around in their gloomy jail and 
thought of the dancing firelight in front of 
the fireplace over at the hotel. They grew 
colder and colder and the snow sifted be- 
tween the bars and fell upon them. They 
decided to build a bonfire in the middle of 
the lower floor of the jail and keep warm at 
the expense of the jail furniture and walls. 
They had a hatchet, with which they chopped 
up a lot of firewood out of the floor and built 
a flaming bonfire. The bonfire got too big 
and the dry walls of the jail caught and the 
flames burst out of the barred windows. 


WHY PRISONERS STRUCK. 

The prisoners shrieked for rescue. The hor- 
rified townspeople turned the Sheriff's house 
upside down in order to findthe key. Every- 
body brought all the keys they could find in 
their houses and fitted them in the jail lock, 
but in vain. The fire increased and the Wail 
of the three prisoners rose louder in propor- 
tion. Then a squad of frantic citizens de- 
termined on heroic measures. They secured 
a heavy beam from the log mill and battered 
in the door of the jail. The prisoners were 
liberated and then the fire was put out. The 
prisoners refused, to return, to the jail next 
day, but boarded at the hotel in elegant 
luxury until the damage was repaired. But 
the night th’ ole jale nigh burned up will 
never be forgotten. 

There is no one in the jail at present, which 
is a great pity, as the Sheriff is always lone- 
some without some one in jail that he can go 
over and talk to whenever he feels like it. 
Besides there is always the glittering possi- 
bility that some day they will get somebody 
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in that Brown County jail who will try to 
escape and who will saw his way through 


that middle wall, and then, just as he throws. 


his body through the aperture, a large twelve- 
inch log will slide down on the wretch's 
body and hold him fast, while his wild yells 
resound through the Brown County hills. 
It is said that Samp David, who used to be 
Sheriff, kept a saw and an ax handy for any 
prisoner who wished to escape, but the only 
man who was in jail during Samp’s admin- 
istration liked the board and loving care of 
Samp so well that he refused to leave even 
after his sentence had expired, and Samp and 
his hired man had to go in and drag him out 
of jail by the heels. p 
Sheriff David had a great many children 
and he used to go over to Columbus every 
fall to buy shoes for his brood. In order to 
get the correct size for each child he would 
carry a bundle of short sticks, each one of 
which had been cut to the length of one of 
the children’s feet. He would turn these. 
sticks over to the shoe clerk, who would se- 
cure the corresponding lengths in shoes.

who come to Murphysboro are driven al-

The bartenders organized their union sev- 
eral. weeks ago. They secured a charter 
from the American Federation of Labor, and 
appointed two delegates to the Trades coun- 
cil. Then they were ready for business. 
They drew up a proposition which they sub- 
mitted to the saloonkeepers. Under its pro- 
visions no bartender could work for less 
than $50 a month. Ten hours were to con- 
stitute a working day, and all overtime was 
to be paid for at the rate of 50 cents an hour. 
This proposition was signed by several mem- 


dern of the Liquor Dealers’ Protective as- 


ears of the other proprietors there were in- 
dignant protests. The liquor dealers say 
that the matter must be handled by the asso- 
ciation as a body, and not by individual mem- 
bers. So there is now a three-cornered fight. 

The bartenders who are on strike act as 
runners for the seven saloons that have ac- 
ceded to their demands. They stand at the 
depot, and when the trains come in they 
greet the new arrivals in the town with:

A great deal of this has come about by 
the increased attention devoted in this coun- 
try to the saddle horse, which is suggestive 
considering that since the shepherd Kings 
of Upper Egypt began breeding him the sad- 
dle horse has been the ideal horse. The good 
saddle horse is undoubtedly the highest type 
of horse, because he must possess not only 
soundness but power everywhere, and in ad- 
dition to power good temper, docility, cour- 
age, and thorough command. 

Horses have played an important part on 
English battlefields, in the chase, and as 
beasts of burden. However, it was not, for 
some years that society at large recognized 
the necessity for giving prizes to breeders 
of this animal in order to maintain the ex- 
cellence of the English equine race. This 
necessity for inducing ndt only breeders of 
stock, but farmers and others, to do their 
utmost, by a judicious selection of sires and 
dams, to insure a vigorous progeny, led to 
the exhibitions of horses throughout Eng- 
land, now known as horse shows.

‘qualities is seldom a bad one, as they may 
generally be considered as a pretty sure index 
of superior bodily powers. 
Lofty withers, with shoulders lying back, 
is.the form more frequently sought after than 
met, and no animal with perpendicular shoul- 
der blades will ever be favorably noticed at 
a horse show. The ribs should be round and 
capacious and the back should sink by a 
gentle declivity from the withers, the hips 
should be low and pretty close to the ribs; §- 
while the thighs should. be broad and mus- 
cular and the hocks b and flat, the legs 
below the hock shoul 
tail should issue high from the croup, rather 
descending at the ‘point. 
front the legs should be perfectly straight, 
the toes turning neither inward nor outward. 
It would be entering too much into the vet- 
erinary art were we to furnish our readers 
with the anatomy of that most important 
part of the animal, the foot, which, though 
originally perfect, is often rendered imper- 
fect by the want of skill of the blacksmith, 
who, by bidding defiance to nature, counter- 
acts her operations, by theories, and practices 
of his own, founded on blindness and conceit. 
The more we examine the horse’s foot the 
more we are surprised at the wonderful ar- 
rangements and adaptation of every part to 
the office it has to perform, and the more we 
lament the ignorance of the numskulls who 
profess to shoe horses upon improved prin- 
ciples, which principles involve a contest of 
art against nature.

venging them. A persom near Boston, was 
in the habit, whenever he wished to catch 
his horse in the field, of taking a quantity of 
corn in a measure by way of bait. On calling 
to him the horse would come up and eat the 
corn while the bridle was put over his head. 
But the owner, having deceived the anima! 
several times, by calling him when he had no 
corn in the measure, the horse at length be- 
gan to suspect the design; and, coming up 
one day as usual, on being called, looked into 
the measure, and, seeing it empty, turned 
round, reared on his hindlegs, and killed his 
master on the spot. 

It is told of a horse belonging to an Irish 
nobleman that he always became restive 
and furious whenever a certain individual 
came into his presence. One day this poor 
fellow happened to pass within reach, when 
the animal seized him with its teeth and 
broke his arm. It then threw him down, and 
lay upon him, every effort to get it off prov- 
ing unavailing till the bystanders were com- 
peled to shoot it. The reason assigned for this 
ferocity was that the man had performed a 
cruel operation on the animal some time be- 
fore, and which it seems to have revenge- 
fully remembered. 

Occasionally the horse displays unparal- 
leled obstinancy, suffering himself to be 
lashed and bruised in the severest manner 
rather than yield to the wishes of his master. 
In most instances there is some discoverabl 
cause for such perversity, though in some 

there appears to be no other impulse save 
that of a stubborn and willful disposition.

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POMPEII TG BE UNBURIED 


ATIONS at Pompeii on an 

unprecedented scale are contem- 
plated by the Italian government, 
and it is expected that within the 
next few years the entire city, of 
which only a small fraction is as 
vet uncovered, will be resurrected 
— trom the volcanic pumice and 
ashes that overlie it. Recently a fresh part 
of the ancient town has been disclosed by 
spade and pickax, comprising many houses 
of a beauty hitherto unequaled, and this dis- 
covery has lent fresh stimulus to the spirit 
of research. The architectural and artistic 
treasures thus unearthed are being inclosed 
in plateglass so*as to protect them nst 
depredation by vandals, while exposing them 
to view. + Nothing is given away or sold to 
any one—not even to foreign institutions of 

cience—because Pompeti is a unique show 
place, and it is deemed proper that people 
who want to see its wonders shall come to 
Italy for that purpose. The Naples Museum 
has thousands on thousands of cooking uten- 


Sils derived from the kitchens of the buried 


burg, but it will not dispose of a single pot 
or pan. Of gold and silver surprisingly little 
has been found. 

The most remarkable find of treasure 
made in Pompeli up to date was in an ancient 
farmhouse, two miles north of the city, 
which was excavated a few years ago. In 
a room where had been a winepress there 
was a big vat, in which was discovered the 
ekeleton of a man, together with more than 
1,000 gold coins, half a dozen heavy gold 
bracelets, a long gold chain, and an exqui- 
site table service of silver. There can be no 
doubt that the were those of an 
unfortunate man who, flying from the ill- 
fated town in the midst of the hailstorm of 
pumice, was obliged to seek refuge in the 
farmhouse, and considered that the empty 


wine vat offered the safest place for himself 


and his valuables. The silver service was 
acquired by Baron Rothschild, who pre- 
sented it to the Louvre. 


Cut Off Attempted Escape. 

At the landing place of the harbor, near 
the city, many skeletons and quantities of 
gold jewelry have been found, indicating 
that numerous persons were cut off in try- 
ing to escape in boats. Even vessels of con- 
siderable size must have been quickly filled 


and sunk by the rain of volcanic stuff, and

Gene, the 8-year-old son of Standing Elk, 
on this (the Cheyenne) reservation, crawled 
out of his blankets one dark night, and 
guided by the beating of tomtoms and 
the ki-yi-ing that usually accompanies such 
an affair made his way alone to the Rose- 
bud, where White Bull's bucks were having 
a ghost dance.” He did not dare to min- 
gle with the dancers, so he hid in the bunch 
grass near by and watched the bucks as 
they stamped and chanted around the fire. 


Gene as a Mimic. 


Gene had unsuspected powers of mi r. 
The dancing made a strong maple ie 
him. Next morning, when Standing Elk 
darted out of his wickiup to chastise the 
noisy youngster, he was astonished at what 
he saw and heard. There was Gene stamp- 
ing about with the grace and vigor of a 
practiced dancer, to no other accompani- 
ment than his own ki-yi-ing. He twisted 
and contorted and stamped like an old- 
timer, and he had the steps down so pat 
that his genius for that sort of thing was 
borne in on Standing Elk in a flash. | 

Calling to his squaw, Standing Elk bade 
her find bells and headdress and fallals of 
the conventional sort for the boy, and when 
the youngster was thus togged out his father 
bade him dance before the chiefs of the 
tribe. Gene acquitted himself so well that 
he won the approval of the chiefs, and is now 
the most envied boy on the reservation. Lit- 
tle Indian maidens would walk miles just to 
have him say How to them. | 

Sometimes this recognition is won for the 
Indian boy by skill in the chase, or in break- 
ing ponies, or in doing what Eastern chil- 
dren. would call stunts on horseback. 
But until it is won the Indian boy is a 
nonentity, and few obtain it so early in life 
as did Standing Elk’s papoose. 

It is in that period when the white boy of 
the same age is suffering the pangs of puppy 


love that the young buck Indian begins to 
get something out of life. He grows vain 
after recognition and becomes ambitious 
to do more and better, after the Indian fash- 
jon, than the others who may have found 
favor. He engages with these others in pony 
races, and strives to outdo them in skill and 
in mischief. This is the danger period for 
whites living near the reservations, for the 
theft of cattle, the intimidation of women, 
and sometimes unprovoked murder all make 
for the reputation and glory of the young 
buck who can do these things and avoid 
detection or punishment. 

Indian females, except in rare instances, 


are doomed from earliest childhood to a life 


of drudgery, almost of slavery. The cares 
of the tribe are packed upon their shoulders 
—excepting only such troubles as call for 
the shedding of blood. All of the physical 
labor falls to their lot. 

In the adjoining reservation it is the Crow 
women who till the flelds where farming is 
done. There is no farming worth speaking 
of on the Cheyenne reservation, although 
the government keeps a hired man on the 
ground to teath farming to those Indians 
who care to learn. It is also the squaw who 


hews and carries in, the winter’s supply of 


firewood, who pérforms all the labor of 
moving camp, who gives the buck every~ 
thing she can, and who gets little in return, 
except it be a strip of calico now and again 
at remote periods, or a blanket. She expects 
and she receives almost nothing in the way 
of kindness, but she is content—or pretends 
to be. There is no appeal from the will of 
her lord and master; there is no woman's 
rights orator to stir her to revolt; no new 
woman to show her how she might “go it 
alone.“ 

If she sells beaded ornaments to the post 
trader or to transient visitors the buck 
pockets the cash; and when he spends it he 
does so without regard for her needs, wishes, 
or whims. 

And it is this sort of an existence that the 
Indian female looks forward to from the 
time when she begins to think. 
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having belonged apparentl) to a man of 
that name. Inthe rear was a garden planted 
with trees, charred remains of which are 
found, and with a fishpend in the middle. 
Two skeletons were discovered near the 
door of the garden, representing apparently 
a Slave and his master, the latter having a 
large key in one hand and a bag of gold and 
silver pieces in the ather. Doubtless they 
were trying to make their way out when they 
were overwhelmed, the key being that of the 
door which opened out of the garden into the 
flelds beyond. 

Other members of the family evidently 
sought safety in the cellar, where eighteen 
skeletons were found, some of them those 
of children. One woman wore three neck- 
laces and several gold and silver rings. 
These people were suffocated by ashes which 
came in through the windows. In other 
parts of the same house were discovered 
fourteen skeletons of men, also the bones of 
a dog and a goat. 


Bodies and Clothes Preserved. — 


The bodies of the people who perished in 
the cellar were covered with moist ashes, 
which, as they hardened, preserved the 
shapes. In this manner perfect molds were 
made of the forms of many individuals dug 
out in various places, and, by the simple 
process of filling them with moist plaster of 
paris, admirable casts were obtained, show- 
ing what the persons looked like in life, and 
eveh how they were dressed. Quite a num- 
ber of such melancholy effigies, representing 
both men and women, are preserved in the 
museum at Pompell. 

Pompeli is believed to have had rather 
more than 20,000 inhabitants. The city stood 
on an elevation overlooking the sea, the 
whole of the Bay of Naples being in view, 
while in the background loqmed grim Vesu- 
vius, the destined destroyer. Close by flowed 
the River Sarno, which was crossed by a 
bridge. The volcano was supposed to be ex- 
tinct, and its sides were cultivated all the 
way up to the summit. Grapes were largely 
grown, and winemaking was an important 
industry in the neighborhood, which like- 
wise produced cabbages famous for their ex- 
cellence. 

It was the city of the clan of the Pompeys, 
founded by the Oscans, an ancient Italian 
tribe, in the sixth century B. C. or earlier, 
afterwards conquered by the Samnites, a 
rival tribe, and eventually absorbed by 
mighty Rome. The culture of the people 
was Greek; they worshiped various Greek 
gods and used the Greek names for their 
weights and measures. Being so beautifully 
situated. and having a delightful climate, 
Pompeii was a favorite resort of wealthy 
Romans, enany of whom had villas there. 
Cicero had a handsome cottage.“ as it 
would now be called, and the imperial family 
maintained a palace close by. The villas 
were mostly on the high ground back of the 
town, toward Vesuvius, and facing the sea. 
Small earthquakes w frequent, but not 
much was thought of them. On the 5th day 
of February, in the year 63 A. D., there came 
a tremendous shock, which was a warning 
of what was to follow. It threw down a 
large part of the city, including the beautiful 


temples of Jupiter, Apollo, and Isis, dut most 


of the damage was repaired by the time of 
the great catastrophe. 


Zruption of Vesuvius. 


The eruption which was destined to be so 
memorable began early in the morning of 
Feb. 24, 79 A. D. Spectators looking from 
A great distance saw a mighty cloud spread 
and overhang the city like a vast and om- 
inous umbrella. There was still plenty of 
time to get away in safety, and doubtless a 
majority of the people did escape before the 
impending volcanic storm began. Judging 
from the number of skeletons thus far dis- 
covered, it seems probable that not more 
than about 2.000 persons actually perished. 
However, a great many who attempted to 
leave in boats may have lost their lives. 

The Admiral, Pliny, with a fleet, was not 
far away, and letters brought him by mount- 
ed couriers reached him as early as 1 p. m. 
that day, begging him to come as quickly 
as possible with his ships and help to rescue 
the people. He set sail immediately, and, ar- 
riving in sight of Vesuvius at nightfall. ran 
into the rain of pumice that was then falling. 
It was impossible to make a landing at Pom- 
peli, and so he disembarked at Stabize, where 
it was hailing cinders at such a rate that 
during the night he was obliged to leave the 
room in which he slept for fear lest the door 
might be blocked up. On the following 
morning he died, being suffocated by vol- 
canic fumes. 

Early in the afternoon of Feb. 24 the hail 
of pumice began to fall upon doomed Pom- 
peli, the pieces averaging about the size of a 
walnut, together with torrents of rain. It 
must then have been almost too late for any- 
body who remained in the city to get away. 
Repeated shocks of earthquake contributed 
to the horror of the scene, incidentally de- 
molishing the bridge over the Sarno, and so 
shutting off escape in that direction. Mean- 
while rivers of pumice mixed with water 
flowed down the slope of Vesuvius on the 
other side and overwhelmed the neighboring 
town of Herculaneum. 


Buried “Under Lava. 


The pumice fell in Pompeii until the streets 
of the city were covered eight to ten feet 
deep with it. Its weight broke in the roofs 
of many of the houses, and the destruction 
of lives must have already been frightful. 
Nevertheless, many of the people still sur- 
vived, seeking refuge in cellars and other 
such places of retreat. They must have 
imagined that there was still hope when 
early in the morning of the next day (Feb. 
25) there came a great shock, and ashes 

in a continuous shower with 


appalling. 


"survivors must at last have concluded that 


their last hour was at hand. Such was in 
truth the case. The storm of ashes lasted 
nearly all day long; they drifted in through 
the windows of. the houses and suffocated 
all who remained alive. They covered the 
whole city with a sheet of death six or seven 

Thus was completed the destruction of 
Pompell. If the estimate of fatalities quoted

the roofs of many of the houses still emerged 
above the volcanic débris which had over- 
whelmed the city. Herculaneum, however, 
had wholly disappeared under the streams 
of mud, sixty-five feet deep in spots, which 
had flowed over it. This mud, being a sort 
of natural concrete, soon hardened into 
stone, which t y of such solidity as 
to make excavating work extremely difficult. 


Reveals Pompeiian Life. 
Excavations were first attempted at Her- 
culaneum in 1719, at which date the site of 
ancient Pompelil, afterwards discovered 
through accident, was actually unknown. 
Though a relatively small part of the latter 
city has been disclosed by digging, much 
that is of tie utmost interest has been ascer- 
tained. The fullest account of the subject 
is given in the newly published work of Au- 
gust Mau, te which the writer is indebted for 
much of his ‘material. Dr. Mau states that 
the Emperor Titus proposed to rebuild the 
town, using for that purpose money left by 


‘wealthy victims of the disaster who had no 


heirs surviving. Probably, however, it was 


decided that the task was too formidable, for 


it was never undertaken. 

Dr. Mau says that the streets of old Pem- 
pell were mostly from ten to twenty feet 
wide, the broadest being Mercury street, 
which was thirty-two feet in breadth: All 
were paved with blocks of basalt carefully 
fitted together. On both sides of each street 
were raised sidewalks, neatly curbed, and 
paved sometimes with small stones and in 
other cases with beaten earth. Broad ruts 
worn by wheels are still visible, and at the 
crossings are stepping stones on a level with 
the sidewalks, between which the wheels 
ceuld pass. The two main thoroughfares 
and chief business avenues were Stabian 
and Nola streets. Driving for pleasure was 
probably prohibited, the rieh riding in litters, 
because on most of the streets one vehicle 
could hardly pass another and must therefore 
have been obliged to wait at a corner. a 

At many of the corners were fountains, fed 
by city water, and the edges of the stone 
basins showed depressiens worn by the hands 
of those who leaned over to drink. On the 
sides of the streets were pillars of masonry 
at intervals, with lead pipes running up. 
There was a reservoir on top of each pillar, 
from which water was distributed by pipes 
to the houses, all of which were supplied 
with running water except those of the poer. 
Some dwellings had nearly a score of jets, 
controlled by stopcocks much like those in 
use today. Just where the water came from 
nobody knows, though it was. evidently 
Brought by an aqueduct from some elevated 
place ata distance from the city, the head 
being powerful. Rain water was allowed to 
flow down the streets, to be carried off by 
storm sewers which work well even at the 
present time. Some of the houses at least 
were drained by small sewers. 

The business center of old Pompeli was the 
Forum, which was the market place and 
favorite lounging place of the town. It was 
surrounded by buildings, the finest of which 
was the Temple of Jupiter, and was adorned 
with many equestrian statues. There was 
an amphitheater for gladiatorial combats, 
as well as two theaters for plays, in which 
painted scenery much like the modern was 
used. The baths were superb, serving the 
purpose of clubs, and some of them afforded 
accommodations for both men and women.

His essays, poems, and 
historical ‘writings have been issued from 
time to time in bookform. He has done some 
translations of the Sagas. He has a new 
book Den Svenska Songen, which is to be 
issued before Christmas. 

In publishing Nar och Fjerran in the 
‘708, some of Dr. Enander's best work went 
into it. He and Mr, Bohman spent thousands 
of dollars on the magazine, and it is remem- 
bered today among Swedish-Americans as

Do you know how to make lobster chops? 
Try this way: Take all the meat out of a 
lobster and minee it. Beason well with pep- 
per—red, if you like it. Beat an egg and 
stir through the lobster. Now rollin cracker 
dust. Separate the lobster meat into small 
portions, form into little chops. and stick a 
skewer in one end. Roll, again in beaten 
cracker to preserve the form ard fry until 
a good brown, You can place chop frills 


over the whole, and send to the table with 
the chops reclining sentimentally around 
the mound. If the platter be large and the 
chops be small you can use many blandish- 
ments in the way of lemon slices, preserved 
who'e cherries and olives. Don't be afraid 
to dress up the dish. Your Halloween table 
owes its zest to its decorations. 

A vegetable is not amiss with your lobster 
cutlets. Remember that your guests have 
taken exercise and are hungry; they must 
have substantials. If you doubt this try the

A New England apple cake is a relief from 
the sweetness of layer cake and the solidity

When the 
cake is cold you can spread a stiff sugar 
frosting over the tep. This cake is pretty 
and is a highly prized member of the highly 
respectable family of apple dishes. 

A cherry custard is an ornamental dish 
and goes well with cake. To make it you 
construct an ordinary cornstarch pudding. 
One pint of milk, one egg, beaten separately; 
one tablespoon of sugar, one tablespoon of 
cornstarch, with vanilla flavoring to taste, 
will generally make an acceptable corn- 
starch. In all these things you have to al- 
low fer the different brands of goods, but 
you are pretty safe with this recipe. Pour 
half the cornstarch into the mold. 

Now make a wild cherry jelly, using any 
of the preserved brands—ycur grocer will 
help you out in the selection of a good one 
—and stir into the @#ild cherry jelly a quarter 
of a pound of candied cherries, well chopped.

Christened Longfellow Island. 


During the ceremonies the island upon 
which the Longfellows encamped, which 1s 
situated two miles from Desbarats Station, 
was solemnly named Longfellow Island, and 
the massive stone lodge built upon it was 
called Longfellow Lodge. Over every win- 
dow of the lodge, on a board set into the wall, 
and upon every panel are burned deeply quo- 
tations from Longfellow. 

After the ceremony of her adoption Miss 
Alice M. Longfellow made an address to the 
Indians, which was translated into Ojibway 
by the missionary. Miss Longfellow also 
presented them with a large picture of her 
father. Then the men of the chief’s family 
advanced in a body, holding the picture with 
their arms (each one endeavoring to hold 
some portion of the frame), and, raising it 
aloft, swore to cherish and care for it, and 
to entertain nothing but feelings of devo- 
tion to the descendants of the man whose 
picture they had received. 

The Longfellows spent one day upon the 
Ojibway Reserve at Garden River. where a 
special Indian council] was held and particu- 
lar privileges extended to Miss Longfellow, 
to whom they had given a name whose tran$- 
lation in English means the Flash of Light- 
ning, a title highly valued by the Indians. 
Shortiy after the reception of this name the 
only vivid thunder-storm that that country 
had had during the summer occurred, and 
the lightning struck within a short distance 
of the Longfellow Lodge on the mainland. 
As the country is particularly free from 
e.vere storms this was looked upon by the 
older Indians as an omen of great signifi- 
cance and visibly’ Increased the veneration 
with which they treated Miss Longfellow. 
Miss Longfellow expressed a desire to place 
a memoria! fa the church at Garden 
River to Bukgujjémene at her sole expense. 

Fifty of them escotted 4 
the party ta the railway 
station at Degbarats.

skins, feathers, and war 
paint. with weapons and 
drums.

which last, after all, forms the great secret 
of the dressmaker's art. 

The warm weather which in Paris delayed 
the advent of heavy wraps made the tailor- 
made gown with its close fitting bodice, 
bolero, or jacket the favorite garb on the 
Bois de Boulogne, The superb confections 
in cloth and fur in which fashionable women 
are to enyelop themselves later on areas 
yet too heavy for comfort and appear only 
in the shops. 

The French tailor-made gown differs vastly 
from the English and is abundantly trimmed 
with braid, with yelvet, and with passe- 
menteries.

FAMOUS ESSAYS AND ESSA

ILLIAM HAZLITT, like Lord 
Macaulay, belonged 
group of brillant essayists 
who elustered about the Ed- 
inburg Review during the first 
quarter of the present century’. 
In his critical essays on the 
leading characters and works 
of the drama Haslitt has prob- 
ably never been surpassed in the whole 
range of English literature. His writings 
show refined taste and chastened reflection. 
Unfortunately, he shows to better advantage 
in detached passages than in any entire work. 
He appears greater when quoted than when 
read. One of his best essays is that on The 

Conversation of Authors.“ in the course of 
which he gives a spirited and valuable his- 
torical picture of the famous dinners at the 
home of Charles Lamb, where the “ illu- 
minati’’ of London were wont to gather. 
The most thoughtful portions of this essay 
are quoted below.

N general, wit shinecs only by re- 
flection. You must take your cue 
from your company—must rise as 
they rise and sink. as they fall. 
You must see that your good 
hings, your knowing allusions, are not flung 
away like the pearls in the adage. What a 
check it is to be asked @ foolish question. to 
find that the first principles are not under- 
stood! You are thrown on yopr back im- 

lately; the conversation is stopped like 
a' country dance by those who do not know 
the figure. But when a set of adepts, of 
illuminati, get about a question it is wort 
while to hear them talk. They may snar 
and quarrel over it, like dogs, but they pick 
it bare to the bone—they masticate it thor- 
oughly. 

This was the case formerly at Lamb’s— 
where we used to have many lively skir- 
mishes at their Thursday. evening parties. [| 
doubt whether the small-coal man’s musical 
parties could exceed them. QO, for the pen 
of John Bunkle to consecrate a petit souvenir 
to their memory! There was Lamb himself. 
the most delightful, the most provoking, the 
most witty and sensible of men. He always 
made the best pun and the best remark 
the course of the evening. His serious con- 
versatlon, like his serious writing, is his 
best. No one ever stammered out such fine, 
piquant; deep, eloquent thi in 
dogen half-sentences as he did. His jests 
scald like tears and he probes a question with 
a play upon words. What a keen, laughing, 
hare-brained vein of home-felt truth! What

Tell me your company and I will tell you 
Your manners.

But when he crossed the country to 
Oxford, then he spoke a little. He and the. 
old colleges were hail fellow well met,“ and 
in the quadrangles he walked gowned.” 
There ia a character of a gentleman; so 
there ig a character of a scholar, which is 
no less easily recogniged. The one has an 
air of books about him, as the other has of 
good breeding. The one wears his thoughts 
as the other does his clothes, gracefully; and 
even if they are a Hitle old-fashioned they 
are not ridiculous; they have had their day. 
The gentleman shows by his manner that he 
has been used to respect from others; the 
scholar that he lays claim to self-respect 
and to a certain independence of opinion. 
The one has been accustomed to the best 
company; the other has passed his time in 
cultivating an intimacy with the best au- 
thors. There is nothing forward or vulgar 
in the behavior of the one; nothing shrewdor 
petulant in the observations of the other, a¢ 
if he should astonish the bystanders or was 
astonished himself at his own discoveries.
